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Minister’s Message 


OUR WORLD HAS CHANGED RADICALLY 
over the past 20 years, since CIDA was 
created, and international development has 
been transformed along with it. 


Keeping up with the changing needs and con- 
cerns of the developing world has been a 
priority for CIDA from the beginning. In 1985 
the Government began a comprehensive 
review of Canada’s foreign aid policy, culminat- 
ing in the release in March 1988 of a new 
strategy for Canadian official development as- 
sistance (ODA), called Sharing Our Future. 
This strategy, and the ODA Charter that accom- 
panies it, are designed to guide Canada’s aid 
effort to the year 2000. 


Our new strategy is both relevant and realistic. It 
stresses partnership, ecologically sound develop- 
ment, participation of women, and priority to the 
poorest of the poor. It is a thoroughly researched 
and well-thought-out document that states 
Canada’s position clearly on a host of develop- 
ment-related matters. It streamlines and improves 
program delivery, and encourages self-reliance 
rather than dependence. 


I consider the new strategy a major milestone in 
CIDA’s evolution as an international aid agency. 
It marks our ‘coming of age’ by showing that we 
know where we want to go, and how we intend 
to go about it. Most important of all, I believe 
that the strategy reflects how Canadians see 
development, and what role they want their 
country to play in assisting the less for- 
tunate nations of the world. 


A second milestone this year was the special 
session of the Economic Commission for Africa, 
held in Abuja, Nigeria, to review Africa’s overall 
prospects for recovery and long-term economic 
development. 


For CIDA, this meeting had special meaning. 
Canada was the only industrialized nation in- 
vited to speak at the opening session — show- 
ing the high regard in which our country is 
held by the African people. I was honored to 
address the conference, and renewed 
Canada’s pledge of long-term support for the 
continent’s economic recovery. 


I also took the opportunity to praise the out- 
standing efforts Africans have made to reform 
their economic policies and structures. In 
1986, when the United Nations held a Special 
Session on Africa, a dual commitment was 
made — Africans pledged reform, and the 
international community promised more sup- 
port. Canada has kept its part of the bargain 
by increasing aid to Africa to a full 45 per cent 
of our bilateral budget. By making a vigorous 
effort to restructure their economies and 
policies, the African states have demonstrated 
that they, too, are doing their share. 


Perhaps the most encouraging aspect of the 
Abuja conference was a new willingness of 
Africans to recognize that they themselves 
must overcome development problems in 
Africa. If solutions are to be found, they must 
be African solutions — designed to meet the 
special needs, values and circumstances of 
the African people. 
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In accepting responsibility for their own future, 
Africans have shown not only a heightened 
sense of involvement and determination, but 
also a keen awareness of the seriousness of 
their situation. Despite massive infusions of 
foreign aid since the 1960s, many African states 
are no better off than they were 20 years ago. 
Some are even poorer. 


There will be no quick and easy solutions. It will 
take hard work, painful analysis and unswerving 
commitment to reverse the fortunes of this 
troubled continent. But it can — and will — be 
done. 


There was a palpable feeling of hope and excite- 
ment at Abuja and a new spirit of cooperation. 
The nations and leaders of Africa clearly realize 
that by working together, they can pool their 
experiences, ideas and skills to find workable, 
African solutions to the continent’s many 
problems. 


The year’s third major highlight for CIDA was 
adoption of the environment as a major prio- 
rity in its development programs. No country 
can prosper for long if its forests disappear, its 
arable farmland is washed away by erosion, its 
lakes and rivers are poisoned by industry, and 
its very air is rendered unfit to breathe. 
Developing countries in particular cannot af- 
ford to repeat the costly environmental mis- 
takes that we in the industrialized West have 
made. 


As Our Common Future, the May 1988 report of 
the World Commission on the Environment and 
Development, points out only too clearly, the 
Third World is heading for ecological disaster 
on a massive scale. Developing countries must 
become more aware of their own environmen- 
tally damaging policies and actions, and take 
immediate steps to correct them. But Western 
nations, too, must share the responsibility, by 
promoting and financing only projects that will 
not damage the existing ecosystem. The goal of 
all development programs, in both industrialized 
and Third World countries, should be— mustbe 
— sustainable development...that is, develop- 
ment that preserves and protects the natural en- 
vironment for use by future generations. 
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Our determination to promote sustainable 
development is formally stated as one of the 
priorities of Canada’s new ODA Charter. We 
have made enhancement and preservation of 
the environment a specific across-the-board 
policy for all development programs — much as 
we did in 1985 for ‘Women In Development’. 
Before any new development project is ap- 
proved, it must be clearly demonstrated that it 
will not adversely affect the environment. In 
addition, CIDA has allotted more money to 
environment-enhancing projects such as 
reforestation and alternate energy, and to en- 
vironmental support programs, such as data- 
gathering, monitoring, and institution-building. 


We are promoting the concept of sustainable 
development at every opportunity because we 
know that unless all nations of the world take 
positive steps — now — to protect the earth and 
its precious resources, we will leave to our 
children a sorry legacy indeed. 


In summary, then, 1987-88 was a year of mile- 
stones in Canada’s foreign aid program: a new 
ODA Charter and development strategy; a 
renewed recognition of partnership and 
cooperation with Africa; a new commitment to 
sustainable development and protection of the 
environment. We believe these measures are 
urgent, essential and progressive, and we hope 
that other Western nations will follow similar 
directions. 


There is so much to be done. Too many babies 
and small children still die every year of mal- 
nutrition and preventable disease. Too many 
people live, work and die in deplorable condi- 
tions no human being should ever have to 
experience. And these are just the basic 
problems of sheer survival. Development, to 
be worthy of the name, must provide much 
more than just enough to survive. Genuine 
development gives people self-reliance — the 
confidence that comes from knowing they have 
the skills, the resources and the ability to pro- 
vide for themselves and their family. True 
development gives people the opportunity to 
plan for the future, and the right to expect a 
better life for their children. 


To make self-reliance a reality for all the 
people of the Third World is a monumental 
challenge. We’ve come a long way in the past 
20 years. With dedication, determination and 
diligence, we'll do even better in the next 20.

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President’s Message 


THIS REPORT COVERS FISCAL YEAR 
1987-88 — CIDA’s twentieth year of channel- 
ing Canadian assistance into global develop- 
ment. Thus it offers a good vantage point for 
looking not only at what we did during one 
particular period, but at many other things as 
well. 


Twenty years represents more than an an- 
niversary of only symbolic significance. It 
means we now have atwo-decade track record 
of effort and error, failure and success, to 
draw lessons from — so this is a good time to 
look back, and see where we have been. 


It is also the right moment to look forward. 
We have clearly moved into a new phase of 
world development, with a new set of challen- 
ges, and just a dozen years left to try to 
redeem our century. This is especially true 
for Canadians, because in the last month of 
the period under review — on March 3, 1988 
— CIDA’s Minister tabled in Parliament a 
comprehensive strategy setting out new 
priorities and themes to guide Canada’s aid 
program as we move on toward the year 2000. 


The work that was under way in 1987-88, with 
Canadian support, tells us much about the 
record of the past 20 years. The main features 
of Canada’s official development assistance 
during the year included: 


@ astrong focus on Africa, where natural and 

human-made disasters abound, death rates 
and birth rates remain alarming, and develop- 
ment efforts have so far had relatively little 
impact; 


@ new forms of cooperation with Asia, which 
has worked wonders in foodgrain production 
and is now emerging as a major — and maybe 
the dominant — economic and industrial 
powerhouse of the 21st century; 

@ abroad shift away from huge capital 
projects and government domination of 
development cooperation, toward a wider 
range of initiatives and an expanded cast of 
players. 


It would be too easy just to write off 20 years 
of effort, by ignoring the very real progress 
that has in fact been achieved. The ultimate 
indicators of development are death rates 
among the young, and average life expectancy 
— and the statistics show that, over the past 
two decades, infant mortality rates have 
dropped in the less-developed parts of the 
world from about 120 per thousand to 75 or 
less, while life expectancy at birth has climbed 
from 52 to about 60 years. Development is 
working, to the benefit of many of the world’s 
poorest people. 


But the substance of development coopera- 
tion is indeed changing, to meet new challen- 
ges and to reflect better insights... and that 
change can be grasped by taking even a quick 
glance at new projects funded by CIDA in the 
year under review — to fight AIDS, to protect 
the environment, to build cooperatives, to give 
women access to credit, to develop linkages 
of cooperation between Canadian and Third 
World cities, and between Canadian institu- 
tions and their counterparts in, for example, 
China. 
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The new directions followed in Canada’s aid 
strategy, Sharing Our Future, and in CIDA’s 
program, are based on the lessons learned 
from experience. We have learned that ex- 
pensive investments in buildings and 
hardware are wasted when countries lack the 
skilled staff and the finances needed to keep 
them operating — thus the shift toward 
human resource development, and more em- 
phasis on making existing systems work effi- 
ciently rather than creating new ones. We 
have learned that an aid project is unlikely to 
help the poor unless they are involved from 
the start — thus the greater attention to social 
impact, especially ensuring that women take 
part. 


We are trying nothing less than to help build a 
better world. And that means taking action 
against today’s problems, which are so big they 
threaten to overwhelm the Third World... while 
also attempting to foresee and if possible fore- 
stall tomorrow’s crises. Perhaps the most 
dramatic example of this development dilemma 
— and of the complex mix of gains and losses 
that prevents us from even knowing whether we 
are winning or losing — is offered on two of the 
many fronts in the vast struggle for global 
health. 


On the one hand, an exciting campaign to 
immunize all the world’s young against half a 
dozen age-old, child-killing diseases is moving 
ahead with amazing strength, and is already 
saving an estimated 1.4 million lives a year. It 
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is called, accurately, a miracle in the making, 
and it is the best thing to happen in our time 
— if we can maintain the momentum. 


On the other hand, AIDS has emerged as an 
unforeseen threat to all countries, with an 
estimated 10 million people carrying the HIV 
virus, half or more of them in the Third World. 
This one disease has the potential to wipe out 
a good deal of the development progress 
achieved over the past generation, in far too 
many countries. No one knows what toll it will 
take, or how and when it can be stopped. 


To build that better world we all want, it is vital 
to recruit all possible partners and resources, 
to work more efficiently and creatively, and to 
pick our priorities extremely wisely. Above 
all, and rather oddly — as we try to cope with 
such huge, global crises as population over- 
load, and the Third World’s urban explosion, 
and environmental degradation — the place 
where we most need to carry out a successful 
revolution is right inside our own heads, so 
that we seriously start to think in terms of 
sustainable development... and so that, in a 
world of accelerating change, we finally learn 
to make decisions based on far longer time- 
frames.

Development has been defined as a process by which

Introduction 


Highlights of the Year 


The year 1987-88 was a watershed year for the 
Canadian International Development Agency 
and for development assistance. Three years 
of intensive foreign policy review culminated 
in anew strategy for Canada’s official develop- 
ment assistance program; a public opinion poll 
clearly demonstrated the support of Canadians 
for development assistance; the continuing 
drama in sub-Saharan Africa bore witness to 
Canadians’ continuing generosity in the face 
of immense human suffering; and Canada 
reaffirmed its role as a world leader in develop- 
ment by hosting two major international sum- 
mits: the Summit of Francophone countries and 
the Commonwealth Heads of Government 
Meeting. 


On March 3, 1988, the Honourable Monique 
Landry, Minister for External Relations and 
International Development, tabled Canada’s new 
Strategy for Official Development Assistance in 
the House of Commons. Based on her priorities 
to improve aid delivery, foster partnerships be- 
tween Canadians and developing countries, and 
reach out to inform and involve the Canadian 
public, this strategy, presented in a document 
entitled Sharing Our Future, covered a wide 
range of issues. Addressing such themes as 
poverty alleviation, the relationship of human 
rights and aid, tied aid, debt relief, eligibility for 
aid, decentralization of aid administration and 
others, this new strategy forms the action plan 
to guide Canada’s assistance policies into the 
next century. 


The public opinion poll carried out in December 
of 1987 indicated the overwhelming concern of 


Canadians for the issues of poverty and 
hunger: some 50 per cent identified these 
issues as the most serious facing the world 
today. The recent crisis in Africa was reflected 
in respondents’ replies, in which 70 per cent 
of those surveyed stated that Africa was the 
region of greatest concern for them. The poll 
clearly showed that the vast majority of Canadians 
were motivated to give aid for humanitarian, 
rather than political or economic reasons, and 
that Canadians as a whole support the aid pro- 
gram, with 79 per cent believing that current 
levels of aid are ‘just right’ or ‘not enough’. 


Despite the high level of overall support, 
Canadians indicated a number of misconcep- 
tions concerning development and Canada’s 
aid program. Over 40 per cent of respondents 
believed that Canadian development assistance 
includes military aid; two-thirds believed that 
the form of assistance Canada most often pro- 
vides is food aid and money or credits, rather 
than projects, training and support for interna- 
tional institutions; and 70 per cent felt that most 
of the aid provided to developing countries 
never gets to those who need it. To counter 
these misperceptions, and to maintain the high 
level of concern and commitment expressed by 
Canadians in the poll, CIDA will be reformulat- 
ing its outreach activities in order to intensify 
public information and development education 
programs. 


Canada played host to both the Commonwealth 
and Francophonie Summits in the fall of 1987 
and took the opportunity to launch a number of 
programs of assistance to these two groups of 
nations. During the Commonwealth meeting, 
Canada launched the Commonwealth of Learn- 
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ing institution in Vancouver, a body created to 
link distance education institutions 
throughout the Commonwealth; the Small 
States Facility, a diplomatic mission in New 
York for small countries, was also instituted; a 
special Commonwealth Fund for Mozambi- 
que was created; and debt forgiveness, in the 
amount of some $347 million owed on past aid 
transactions by hard-pressed Commonwealth 
African countries to Canada, was proposed. 


During the Francophonie meeting, Canada 
launched a regional centre for agricultural 
economics in Cote d'Ivoire; proposed a series 
of seminars on the management and conser- 
vation of energy and a Third World Fran- 
cophone journalist exchange; started a 
scholarship fund for apartheid victims; set 
aside resources for reconstruction programs 
in Lebanon and Chad; and proposed debt for- 
giveness in the amount of $324.9 million for 
the official development assistance debt of a 
number of Francophone countries. 


Regional Programs 


The UN Program of Action for African 
Economic Recovery and Development review 
revealed discouraging economic progress in 
Africa, yet many African countries carried out 
difficult adjustment programs in the face of 
crushing debt, falling commodity prices for 
their main exports, and poor agricultural 
production due to drought and locusts. Canada, 
in addition to forgiving almost $700 million in 
official development assistance debts owed it by 
developing countries, targeted Africa for 45 per 
cent of its government-to-government assis- 
tance disbursements in the new strategy. The 
main goals of Canadian assistance included en- 
suring that the burden of adjustment programs 
not fall on the poorest people; providing for 
agricultural recovery and natural resource con- 
servation; and continuing Canada’s commit- 
ment to the development of the front-line states. 


In Anglophone Africa, CIDA’s priorities — 
agriculture and food production, human 
resource development, transportation and ener- 
gy development — were reflected in a number 
of different programs. In Egypt, programs of 


protection for the critical Nile agricultural 
lands against erosion and excessive salt pollu- 
tion continued; human resource development 
through training for women in technical and 
managerial skills in Tanzania and training for 
civil servants in long-range planning in Kenya 
were carried out; a CUSO program for local 
women’s groups in Ghana offered access to 
credit and training in appropriate technology 
and management; grain storage facilities in- 
creased availability of food and agricultural 
inputs in Zambia, while construction of roads 
provided access to markets for fishermen; 
and in Zimbabwe, a line of credit to purchase 
essential machinery and parts allowed for the 
reconstruction of telecommunications in- 
frastructure and roads. Meanwhile, the front- 
line states received assistance in agricultural 
research, power generation and distribution, 
railway rehabilitation and training in develop- 
ment management. 


In Francophone Africa, where problems of 
severe overpopulation, deforestation and 
desertification compounded general 
economic decline, Canada’s priority sectors 
included agriculture, energy, transport and 
human resource development. Agriculture 
and environmental protection often went 
hand in hand, in such projects as the develop- 
ment of market farming and the halt of sand 
dune advancement in the Gandiolais region of 
Senegal; protection of forest, scrub and 
vegetation cover in the same country; in- 
tegrated farming, animal husbandry and 
water management projects in Guinea; and 
training programs in protection of vegetation 
cover in Burkina Faso. Reducing the isolation 
of landlocked countries through transporta- 
tion and communication projects continued 
through railroad rehabilitation and rural 
electrification in Cameroon, road and bridge 
construction in Niger, locomotive repair and 
maintenance in Cote d'Ivoire and the expan- 
sion of hydro power in Niger. Human 
resource development included training and 
village animation associated with most of the 
above projects, faculty upgrading at the 
University of Rwanda and scholarships in 
rural development, agro-ecology, energy and 
management for Senegalese students. 
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In the Americas, which includes the Caribbean, 
Central and South America, Canada’s priorities 
include the promotion of economic recovery, 
poverty relief and institutional strengthening. 
Needs varied from country to country. In 
Central America, because of continuing civil 
unrest, projects were targeted mainly at the 
relief of poverty. Agricultural cooperatives in 
Honduras received training and development; 
rural sanitation and new housing were provided 
for earthquake victims in Mexico; and water 
supply and sanitation systems, with associated 
training, were provided in Honduras. The Carib- 
bean Airports program continued, with 
firefighting equipment, maintenance and train- 
ing services being provided. Haiti received 
literacy and vocational training. A tropical forest 
action plan was developed for Guyana stressing 
conservation and optimum land use, and the 
fishing industry there received assistance in the 
provision of refrigeration equipment and 
materials for seven landing wharves. In Colom- 
bia, support for self-help housing construction 
continued and training in enterprise manage- 
ment for small businesses was also provided. 
Almost one-third of all trainees in 1987-88 were 
women. 


Asia’s changing program reflected the increas- 
ing industrialization and economic growth oc- 
curring in the region. Although poverty 
alleviation programs continued, there was 
growing stress on the transfer of knowledge, 
rather than goods, to meet the needs of chang- 
ing economies. Canada’s priorities in the region 
were agricultural and rural development, ener- 
gy and human resource development, and some 
transportation. In Bangladesh, food aid sales 
financed a road construction program employ- 
ing impoverished rural women; small-scale 
water control structures provided some relief 
from flooding; credit and cooperatives training 
were provided to the rural poor and population 
programs offered women alternatives through 
income generation, child care programs and 
family planning. In China, Canadian institutions 
linked with Chinese in the transfer of knowledge 
and technology in the areas of management 
theory, hospital administration, forest manage- 
ment and research and development in food 
production. India’s energy sector received assis- 
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tance through oil and gas exploration, power 
generation and distribution. Similar support was 
provided to Pakistan. Community development, 
income generation and crop diversification 
programs were carried out in the Philippines and 
Thailand’s rapidly industrializing economy 
received assistance in energy strategy and invest- 
ment, programs to increase the participation of 
women in decision-making at local and regional 
levels, and credit and advisory services were 
provided to small and medium-sized businesses in 
the northeast. 


Overall, in 1987-88, Canada allocated ap 
proximately $2.6 billion to international 
cooperation. The Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA) manages about 
75 per cent of this budget, with the goal of 
helping Third World countries to achieve self- 
sustaining social and economic development. 
The remaining 25 per cent of Canada’s ODA 
budget is administered by: 


@ other government departments — such 
as the Department of Finance, which 
provides Canada’s contribution to the 
International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, the Department of External 
Affairs, which contributes to such 
multilateral organizations as the World 
Health Organization, and Canada Post and 
National Health and Welfare, which also 
support international organizations active in 
development; 

@ the International Development Research 
Centre (IDRC), which supports the efforts 
of developing countries to build up their 
own research capabilities, notably in the 
areas of agriculture, energy, health and 
education; 

@ Petro-Canada International Assistance 
Corporation (PCIAC), which assists 
developing countries to reduce their 
dependence on imported oil by using 
Canadian technology and expertise for oil 
and gas exploration; 

@ the International Centre for Ocean 
Development (ICOD), which fosters 
cooperation and technology transfer 


between Canada and Third World countries 
in the field of ocean resources development; 
and 

@ provincial governments, which assist 
non-governmental organizations working in 
developing countries. 


Canada’s priorities are poverty alleviation, struc- 
tural adjustment, the increased participation of 
women, environmentally sound development, 
food security and energy availability. Canada’s 
program seeks to help people to help themselves. 


Under the new Strategy, Canada’s ODA is 
delivered through: 


e the National Initiatives Program, in which 
Canada works directly with Third World 
governments; 

e the Partnership Program, in which 
Canada works with its non-governmental 
partners, such as voluntary organizations 
and Canadian institutions, private enterprise 
and international organizations. 


Other Highlights of 1987-88 


To mark the release of the Brundtland Report, 
the report of the World Commission on the 
Environment and Development, Canada an- 
nounced that environmental concerns would 
take increased priority in the ODA program. 
The goals, to promote sound management of 
natural resources, to ensure that new projects 
do not have a negative impact on the environ- 
ment, and to encourage public awareness of 
the issues, were further fleshed out in a formal 
policy statement which followed. The policy 
committed CIDA to environmental impact as- 
sessments on all CIDA-financed projects; in- 
creased emphasis on projects enhancing the 
environment; and increased effort in institu- 
tion building, data gathering, and public aware- 
ness. About 25 per cent of CIDA’s $1.1 billion 
country-to-country program involves the 
management of natural resources through con- 
servation, damage control and rehabilitation. 


Canada reaffirmed its commitment to African 
recovery at the Special Session of the Eco- 
nomic Commission on Africa held in Nigeria, 


stressing the allocation of 45 per cent of bilateral 
funding to Africa, the changeover to an all- 
grant program which occurred in 1986 
and the debt moratorium for sub-Saharan 
countries. In addition, Canada increased its 
funding for the front-line states as a group 
(including Angola, Botswana, Lesotho, 
Malawi, Mozambique, Swaziland, Tanzania, 
Zambia and Zimbabwe) as well as increasing 
its commitment to Mozambique by making it 
a country of concentration, with a proposed 
program involving food production, water 
resource management and transport and com- 
munications to start in 1989-90. 


Canada’s private sector continued an increas- 
ing participation in the ODA program as well 
in 1987-88. A $1.5 million grant to the Trade 
Facilitation Office supported market aware- 
ness programs, trade fairs and commercial 
exhibitions in Canada and in developing 
countries. A major series of studies on the 
feasibility of developing China’s Three Gor- 
ges area for hydroelectric power generation 
was also signed. Canada is a world leader in 
hydroelectric engineering, and a consortium 
of Lavalin Intl., SNC, Acres Intl., Hydro-Québec 
Intl. and B.C. Hydro Intl. will be undertaking 
these supplementary studies, which include 
an environmental data base, planning and or- 
ganization for resettlement and project 
management and construction. 


Canada’s volunteer and institutional sector, which 
includes non-governmental organizations, 
cooperatives, unions, educational institutions and 
professional associations, continued to increase 
its involvement in development during 1987-88. 
Canadian organizations were encouraged to work 
with their counterparts in developing countries to 
strengthen them as partners, through activities 
such as training and exchange programs. CIDA 
funded over 4,500 projects in this sector. Some 
examples include the Mennonite Economic 
Development Associates’ program of revolving 
funds, which provided credit for small businesses; 
Horizons of Friendship supported environmen- 
tal training for Mexican, Guatemalan and Hon- 
duran NGOs through a Mexican counterpart; 
the Saskatchewan Institute of Applied Sciences 
and Technology provided training in business 
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management for Chinese businesswomen; 
and the Canadian Cooperative Association 
provided training for co-ops in Sri Lanka. 


Canada’s partnerships with international or- 
ganizations reflected increased efforts to im- 
prove aid coordination and to achieve 
economic restructuring while still meeting 
human needs. In multilateral policy meetings, 
Canada continued to promote women in 
development, environmental issues, policy 
review and institutional reform. In addition, 
Canada made special contributions to UN 
programs for women: to PROWWESS (the 
Promotion of the Role of Women in Water and 
Environmental Sanitation Services), which 
provided programs in water supply and sanita- 
tion planning and management, and UNIFEM 
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(the UN Development Fund for Women), 
which provided income generation and ap- 
propriate technologies for food production. 


In 1987-88, Canadians demonstrated their 
continuing interest and involvement in inter- 
national concerns. Support for development 
assistance projects increased; public opinion 
indicated ongoing commitment to develop- 
ment; and policy review, which concluded in 
the presentation of Canada’s new aid strategy, 
brought into focus the experience and vision 
of thousands of Canadians involved in 
development work. What follows is an over- 
view of CIDA’s programs and projects at work 
in the Third World on behalf of the Canadian 
people.Q

Anglophone Africa 


THE ROAD TO RECOVERY IN AFRICA 
is proving to be long and difficult. Much has 
been accomplished in the two years since 
African governments and the international 
community committed themselves to the 
United Nations Program of Action for African 
Economic Recovery and Development (1986- 
90). But much more remains to be done. 


The UN Secretary-General’s sobering mid- 
term assessment of the critical economic 
situation in Africa reports that the continent’s 
per capita gross domestic product declined in 
1986 and 1987. It is a cold economic fact that 
manifested itself in severe personal hardship 
for hundreds of millions of people. Hunger 
continued, hospitals and clinics suffered 
supply shortages, factories were shut down, 
unemployment grew, and mortality levels, 
especially for infants and children, rose. In no 
other part of the world is the outlook so grim. 


Yet, a partnership for recovery has been 
forged. African governments are introducing 
economic recovery programs to address their 
problems and donor countries have com- 
mitted extra resources to support Africa’s 
commendable efforts. But these initiatives 
still falter in the face of a crushing debt load, 
significant declines in many commodity 
prices (primary commodities constitute 90 
per cent of all exports for sub-Saharan 
Africa), the lack of resources to purchase 
imports to restore the continent’s industry, 
and poor agricultural production due to a 
considerable extent to natural problems such 
as crop damage by locusts and the return of 
drought to some areas.

Despite these setbacks, most African countries 
are continuing to carry out difficult reform 
programs, seeking the means to restructure 
their economies. The need for complementary 
increased external support is pressing. 


Canada’s Response 


Canada, for its part, has increased its aid com- 
mitments and introduced several measures to 
help alleviate the debt burden. Since 1986 all 
aid to the region has been in the form of grants 
and in 1987 Canada pledged to forgive the 
ODA debt of all sub-Saharan countries. 


Africa has a prominent place in Canada’s new 
development cooperation strategy, an- 
nounced in the spring of 1988, which places 
particular emphasis on the alleviation of 
poverty. Over the next five years, the share of 
bilateral aid to Anglophone and Francophone 
Africa will be increased to 45 per cent. 


The new strategy also focuses on strengthening 
and complementing the economic policy 
reforms being undertaken by African govern- 


te 
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ments, while seeking to mitigate the impact of 
structural adjustment on the poorest. Support 
will continue to be provided for agricultural 
recovery and natural resource conservation, 
so that a new and more sustainable balance is 
established between people and their environ- 
ment. Canada will also maintain its commit- 
ment to help the front-line states cope with 
South Africa’s economic and political des- 
tabilization measures. 


Canada provides development assistance to al- 
most every country on the continent, and under 
the Anglophone Africa program specifically, 23 
countries in sub-Saharan Africa and six 
countries in the Middle East receive develop- 
ment assistance. Total bilateral disbursements 
in 1987-88 were $293.7 million, including $84.9 
million in food aid. 


The food aid was used to meet emergency needs 
and help ease recipients’ balance-of payments dif- 
ficulties, allowing governments to divert scarce 
resources to longer-term agricultural develop- 
ment. Large food aid shipments provided 
humanitarian relief: in Ethiopia ($34 million), 
Mozambique ($15 million) and Sudan (S9 mil- 
lion). CIDA continues to support longer-term

food security objectives in these countries — 
for example, in Ethiopia with water supply 
projects and support for UNICEF’s expansion 
of the Food Security Early Warning System, 
and in Sudan with the Sim Sim dryland 
agricultural project. 


The Anglophone Africa bilateral program is con- 
centrated in four major sectors: agriculture and 
food production, human resource development, 
transportation, and energy. 


Agriculture and Food Production: Agricultural 
production continues to be the linchpin of 
economic development for most African 
countries. For this reason, a major element of 
CIDA programming in Anglophone Africa 
promotes food production and agro-related 
activities. CIDA is involved in projects that 
support food production directly, while also 
providing assistance to other links in the food 
production chain, from research through 
provision of inputs, storage facilities, market- 
ing and internal distribution systems. 


Human Resource Development: The develop- 
ment of human potential has traditionally been 


a significant element in Canadian assistance 
to Anglophone Africa through support to all 
levels of formal education, institution build- 
ing, on-the-job training programs and the 
provision of technical assistance. Given the 
continuing gaps at senior management, 
professional and technical levels, provision of 
technical assistance and counterpart training 
will continue to be a vital part of CIDA’s invol- 
vement in Anglophone Africa. 


Women play a particularly important role in 
Africa’s development. In many parts of the con- 
tinent they take the primary responsibility for 
agricultural production and the well-being ofthe 
family. CIDA has given top priority to both in- 
tegrating women into existing projects, and 
creating new projects aimed directly at women: 
they are the principal bearers and users of water 
and often play a key role in the implementation 
of water supply projects; they benefit from 
agricultural training and programs to introduce 
rural credit, cooperative schemes, appropriate 
technology, and health care. 


In health, CIDA is supporting, among other 
projects, the national immunization campaigns 
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of several countries. CIDA is also backing the 
World Health Organization’s efforts to fight 
AIDS; it is feared that statistics seriously un- 
derestimate the problem, which is affecting 
many African societies. 


Transportation: The importance of an efficient 
transportation system has been highlighted by 
the problems encountered in moving food aid to 
the most seriously affected regions of Africa. 
CIDA has provided assistance to the railway 
systems of nine countries in Anglophone Africa, 
and has also supported improvements to rural 
and feeder road systems. 


Energy. Priority is also given to the energy 
sector, to reduce reliance on costly oil imports 
and ease the pressure on supplies of wood 
fuel. CIDA is involved in both large-scale ener- 
gy generation and transmission and in small- 
scale initiatives to assist in the development and 
implementation of national energy plans. 


CIDA concentrates its Anglophone Africa pro- 
gram in six countries (Egypt, Ghana, Kenya, Tan- 
zania, Zambia and Zimbabwe) and one regional 
grouping — the Southern African Development 
Coordination Conference (SADCC). As part of 
the decentralization program announced in the 
new Strategy, CIDA will be moving more 
Anglophone Africa personnel into the field to 
manage some of these programs and increasing 
their authority over bilateral programming and 
approval. A regicnal field office will also be es- 
tablished for SADCC. 


Egypt’s economic prospects are clouded bya 
troublesome foreign debt, unstable prices for 
its oil, agricultural production that lags far 
behind the rate of population growth, a huge 
food import bill, and insecure supplies of 
hydroelectric power. CIDA’s program is aimed 
at assisting economic recovery by providing 
essential commodities and food aid; improving 
agricultural production and distribution; in- 
creasing the availability and efficiency of 
electricity supplies; and developing human 
resources. Disbursements totalled $43.7 mil- 
lion during the year. 
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To help ease Egypt’s balance-of-payments dif- 
ficulties, CIDA provided $15 million for the 
purchase of various commodities. Another 
$20 million in food aid helped to meet some of 
the country’s huge food import needs. 


The $10 million Nile River protection and 
development project got under way during the 
year. CIDA is providing technical assistance 
and equipment for pre-feasibility studies and 
program development in erosion control, pok 
lution control, hydroelectric power generation, 
navigation, and surplus water usage. 


Work on the $48.4 million integrated soil and 
water improvement project in the Nile Delta con- 
tinued. CIDA is helping to rehabilitate 35,000 
hectares of “old lands” where agricultural produc- 
tivity has been affected by inadequate drainage. 


CIDA’s largest energy project in Egypt involves 
the supply of services and installation of 
Canadian equipment to connect the Shoubrah 
El Kheima power station in Cairo into the nation- 
al grid. In the past year, 11 km of cable were 
installed, three transformers delivered and the 
construction of two substations continued. 
CIDA’s $14.3 million grant and $8.8 million loan 
are complementing financing by the Export 
Development Corporation. 


The training of Egyptian counterparts is an in- 
tegral part of CIDA projects. For example, 
through cooperation between Egypt’s Ministry 
of Agriculture and MacDonald College of Mc- 
Gill University, a number of small agricultural 
projects are being developed over a five-year 
period. In the first year, 230 Egyptians (30 per 
cent of them women) received training. 


Ghana has recorded impressive gains in its 
economic recovery program and is continuing 
with structural reforms aided by greater commit- 
ments from donors. CIDA’s program emphasizes 
the provision of basic services to the poorest 
segments of society, along with economic sup- 
port, development of human resources, and 
measures to improve food security. Disburse- 
ments during the year totalled $27.4 million, in- 
cluding $8 million in food aid. 


A long-term and wide-ranging CIDA project is 
raising the quality of life for rural inhabitants 
in Ghana’s northern region, a particularly dis- 
advantaged part of the country. The $30.9 
million project is designed to improve water 
supply, health, agriculture, roads, forestry 
needs and enhance community development 
initiatives. 


In the Upper Region, CIDA funded the training 
of more than 3,400 community workers during 
the past year in the maintenance of village hand- 
pumps and health care. This $4.6 million water 
utilization project is a follow-up to earlier projects 
that saw the drilling of some 2,200 boreholes and 
installation of handpumps to provide adequate 
and safe supplies of water to local communities. 


Since 1984 Canada has implemented five 
projects in Ghana (totalling $22 million) that 
were designed to support the economic 
recovery program by increasing the output of 
productive sectors. In 1987-88 a further con- 
tribution of $4.95 million funded the purchase 
of critically needed equipment in the forestry 
and transportation sectors. The Canadian- 
manufactured graders, skidders and trucks 
would not otherwise have been available 
under the credit policies adopted by the govern- 
ment in its reform efforts. 


Despite the success of Ghana’s economic 
recovery program, the benefits have not been 
felt at all levels of society. As a result, in 1985 
the Ghanaian government, in conjunction 
with the World Bank and other donors, intro- 
duced a Program of Action to Mitigate the 
Social Costs of Adjustment (PAMSCAD). One 
of the ways Canada is supporting the pro- 
gram is through a local procurement fund, 
which reimburses the Government of Ghana 
for expenditures on items purchased for 
PAMSCAD projects. In addition, plans are 
under way to provide the Ministry of Education 
with paper for school books. 


To ease the personnel shortage in technical 
fields which is hampering development in 
Ghana, CIDA is contributing $5 million for the 
upgrading of staff, equipment and programs 
at the Kumasi Technical Institute and the 


Accra Technical Training Centre. In the past 
year, Ghanaian staff received training and prac- 
tical experience in Canada, and two advisors 
were sent to Ghana by Saskatchewan’s Wascana 
International Assistance Corporation. 


A new initiative in human resource development 
involves a $2.8 million contribution to support 
CUSO’s work in providing local women’s groups 
in northern Ghana with access to credit, 
management training, and appropriate labor- 
saving technologies. 


Kenya has experienced alternating periods of 
recession and growth during the 1980s, often 
related to falling and rising prices for tea and 
coffee, on which the economy is still largely 
dependent. Although Kenya has introduced a 
country-wide family planning program, the 
economy will be hard pressed to meet the 
demands of the fastest growing population in 
the world. 


CIDA’s program supports economic develop- 
ment in Kenya by addressing key constraints in 
the areas of energy, agriculture, rural infrastruc- 
ture and human resource development. Disbur- 
sements during the year totalled $27.4 million. 


Energy projects include continuing work on 
the Kiambere Hydroelectric Dam ($42.5 mil- 
lion), where turbines, generators and switch 
gear equipment were installed this past year; 
and rehabilitation of generating equipment at 
the Kipevu power plant ($6.5 million). Techni- 
cal assistance is being provided in both cases, 
and Canadian technical advisors are also as- 
sisting Kenya’s Ministry of Energy with na- 
tional energy planning and the training of 
Kenyan counterparts. 


CIDA is providing $8.6 million and $2.3 mil- 
lion respectively to build and maintain rural 
roads that are opening up land for domestic 
food production and facilitating the movement 
of goods and produce to markets. Over 150 
km of roads were constructed and 14 tractor 
trailers supplied last year. In another rural 
project, some 20,000 people were supplied with 
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piped water through CIDA support ($1 mil- 
lion) of a Canadian Hunger Foundation 
potable water program. 


The training of Kenyans in the Ministry of 
Planning and National Development will be 
the focus of the CIDA-funded second phase 
($5 million) of a Carleton University project to 
improve Kenya’s capabilities in the develop- 
ment of economic models and long-range 
planning. 


Other projects to develop Kenya’s human 
resources include a $14 million General Train- 
ing Fund, which is supporting the training of 
more than 200 Kenyan civil servants at univer- 
sities across Canada. This successful project 
has now entered a second phase. 


Two new projects aimed at helping Kenya 
increase agricultural production involve train- 
ing the research and management staff of the 
Kenya Agricultural Research Institute, and in- 
creasing food supply, income and education 
among pastoral communities in northern Kenya 
through the promotion of camel husbandry. 


Tanzania has taken dramatic steps in the past few 
years to restore economic stability after nearly a 
decade of economic decline. Canada is backing 
this effort through balance-of-payments support 
and activities in agriculture and infrastructure 
rehabilitation, with disbursements totalling $32.9 
million in 1987-88. 


Canada is helping Tanzania save foreign exchange, 
thereby improving the balance-of-payments situa- 
tion, through a $30 million commodity grant which 
is funding the purchase of commodities essential to 
various productive activities. Last year, $12.9 mil- 
lion worth of goods were supplied through 
this contribution, including tires, steel, chick- 
en feed and aluminum. 


CIDA’s major agricultural involvement in Tan- 
zania is the wheat project, now in its $26.4 
million third phase. This long-term program 
has developed seven, 10,000-acre farms as 
well as a multi-crop research centre. The 
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farms account for 75 per cent of domestic 
wheat production and 50 per cent of domestic 
consumption. 


A new project will help the rural poor increase 
agricultural production by improving irrigation. 
The Kimani project ($3.4 million) will provide 
local residents with irrigation facilities, plus 
training and technical support. 


Canada is continuing its long involvement in the 
railway sector through the provision of spare 
parts and technical assistance to the Tanzania 
Railway Corporation (TRC). A $24.2 million 
project is improving the technical and administra- 
tive capabilities of the TRC so it can meet new 
service demands resulting from rehabilitation 
and management improvements. Projects 
valued at $18 million for the provision of railway 
spare parts are currently in place. Newly ap- 
proved projects will furnish the TRC with a 
trackside telecommunications system and a 
functioning telecommunications department 
($10.2 million), and assist CIDA and the TRC to 
improve program coordination and management 
($4.3 million). 


The development of human resources is a vital 
component of CIDA assistance and a new 
project coming on stream in 1988 focuses 
specifically on women. A $3.2 million Training 
Fund will provide resources to help Tanzanian 
women improve their technical and managerial 
skills. 


Until 1975, Zambia was one of the most 
prosperous of sub-Saharan countries, but the 
collapse in copper prices, oil price shocks and 
unsuccessful efforts at diversification have 
led to economic decline. Zambia’s economic 
recovery program has been experiencing 
serious difficulties and has not succeeded in 
turning the economy around or in mobilizing 
additional support from the donor com- 
munity. CIDA is among a number of major 
donors who are limiting new bilateral program- 
ming to Zambia, pending adoption by Zambia of 
a revised structural adjustment program. 


CIDA’s program focuses on meeting existing con 
mitments in agriculture and rural development, 


human resource development, and economic 
support. Disbursements during the year were 
$30.7 million. Over $10 million in food aid was 
provided for emergency purposes and to ease 
the pressure on foreign exchange caused by 
food imports. 


Projects nearing completion in rural develop- 
ment include the construction of maize and 
fertilizer storage sheds to reduce spoilage, and 
accompanying improvements in road and rail 
access to the storage facilities ($37.8 million); 
and the construction of 520 km of feeder roads 
($30.6 million) to provide access to markets for 
fishermen in northern Zambia. 


Research into the viability of growing rain-fed 
wheat continued ($9.9 million) with the fielding 
of eight technical advisors and the purchase of 
equipment. The project will also provide train- 
ing, thereby strengthening the Zambian 
government's agricultural research capability. 


The strengthening of institutions and upgrading 
of personnel are necessary to overcome the 
obstacles to development posed by shortages of 
managerial and technical skills. A new $13.3 
million project to begin in 1989 will enhance the 
training of senior management in key public and 
private sector positions, improve the organiza- 
tion of human resource planning, and upgrade 
teacher training in the areas of technical educa- 
tion and mathematics. 


Investments in health care are also important to 
human resource development and next year 
CIDA will contribute $0.5 million towards 
UNICEF's Expanded Program of Immunization 
to vaccinate Zambian children against major 
childhood diseases. 


In the area of economic support, Zambia Rail- 
ways is being supplied with 405 rail wagons 
worth $32.4 million. Fifteen million dollars in 
program assistance has been provided for the 
purchase of Canadian goods and services, lar- 
gely for agricultural, industrial, and medical pur- 
poses. 


Zimbabwe's well developed manufacturing and 
agricultural sectors, varied mineral resources 


and relatively established infrastructure give it an 
economy that is more diversified than those of its 
neighbors, except South Africa. Nevertheless, 
the impacts of drought on agriculture, heavy bor- 
rowing immediately after independence and falt 
ing world prices for certain commodities have 
slowed economic growth and caused foreign ex- 
change shortages and rising foreign debt. 


The overall goal of Canadian bilateral assistance 
remains that of helping reduce the gap between 
urban and rural, and modern and traditional 
economies in the country. Specific objectives 
of the bilateral aid program are to provide 
infrastructure support, primarily through 
private and public sector lines of credit, to assist 
agricultural and rural development and natural 
resource management, and to foster human 
resource development. Disbursements totalled 
$15 million in 1987-88. 


CIDA has been helping Zimbabwe ease the 
pressure on its foreign exchange by extending 
lines of credit to foster development and help 
expand the business sector. In 1987-88 Zim- 
babwe used $3.1 million ofan $8.3 million develop- 
ment line-ofcredit to build up its infrastructure, 
purchasing telecommunications equipment, 
spare parts for road grading, combine harvesters, 
and technical services. One hundred firms in 
Zimbabwe bought $4.4 million in goods, equip- 
ment and support services under another $15 
million line-of-credit for the private sector. 


In the rural sector, work is continuing on a 
small grains milling project ($4 million), 
which is easing the workload of women, who 
spend much of their time and energy pound- 
ing grains by hand. 


Like most African states, Zimbabwe faces a 
shortage of skilled personnel. A project that 
was completed during the year assisted small 
business entrepreneurs through counsellor 
training and development, improved manage- 
ment, and financial assistance. The Manitoba 
Institute of Management executed the $1 mil 
lion project; it is now entering a $0.6 million 
second phase which will more directly benefit 
women. 
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A General Training Facility project will begin 
in 1989 to fund the training of Zimbabweans 
at home and in Canada over seven years, and 
to strengthen Zimbabwean courses and in- 
stitutions. 


Future projects include initiatives directed 
specifically at women, focussing on institution 
building, support for women’s projects, and 
entrepreneurial activities, as well as a major 
initiative in natural resources management. 


The Southern African Development Coor- 
dination Conference (SADCC) is a regional 
organization of nine southern African states 
(Angola, Botswana, Lesotho, Malawi, Mozambi- 
que, Swaziland, Tanzania, Zambia and Zim- 
babwe) committed to accelerated economic 
development through increased regional in- 
tegration and collective self-reliance. 


CIDA has approved 29 projects valued at $188.8 
million since Canada announced its commit- 
ment to SADCC in 1984. At the SADCC Con- 
ference in Gaborone last year, Canada 
announced its intention to continue providing 
up to $30 million a year in aid over the next five 
years. CIDA’s disbursements in 1987-88 totalled 
$27.9 million. 


CIDA’s program concentrates on food and 
agriculture, energy, transportation and contr 
munications, and human resource development. 


CIDA is supporting agricultural research 
throughout the SADCC region. Among the 
projects receiving funding are a regional sor- 
ghum and millet research program being ex- 
ecuted by the International Crop Research 
Institute of the Semi-Arid Tropics, based in 
Zimbabwe ($2 million); training workshops 
and seminars in each of the SADCC countries 
for agriculture research directors and senior 
government officials, through the Interna- 
tional Service for National Agricultural Re- 
search ($1.2 million); and research into 
improved bean cultivars through the Interna- 
tional Centre of Tropical Agriculture and the 
Southern African Centre for Cooperation in 
Agricultural Research ($8.6 million). 
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CIDA is also assisting the Nairobi-based Inter- 
national Council for Research in Agro-Forestry 
and the agriculture and forestry research in- 
stitutions of Malawi, Tanzania and Zambia to 
create a research network in the SADCC region 
(S8.7 million). 


In the energy sector, the major project involves 
the interconnection of the Zimbabwe, Botswana 
and Zambia electrical systems ($49.1 million). 
CIDA also contributed $3.8 million towards the 
expansion of the Zambia-Zimbabwe intercon- 
nected grid to supply lower-cost electricity to 
remote regions of northern Botswana. 


Recently approved projects include the Beira 
corridor power supply project to help ensure 
secure and economical electricity supply in 
Mozambique’s Beira Corridor ($2.2 million), 
and the regional hydroelectric, hydrological 
assistance project to upgrade the data used in 
hydroelectric design ($2.1 million). 


A major project in transportation and com- 
munications involves rehabilitation of the 538 
km Nacala to Cuamba section of the Nacala 
Railway in Mozambique. CIDA is financing 
the supply of steel rail and other materials 
with a contribution of $52.9 million for the two 
phases of the project. 


Completion of a project to enhance regional 
telecommunications connectivity has sig- 
nificantly improved communications both 
within SADCC and internationally. The $14.8 
million contribution covered costs for installa- 
tion of antennas and training in the use and 
maintenance of the equipment. 


A $14.8 million Technical Services Fund is 
providing consultants to the Southern African 
Transportation and Communications Com- 
mission to identify and resolve bottlenecks in 
the region’s systems. 


Human resource development is an important 
component in all projects and CIDA is also 
providing $3.4 million to the Institute of Develop- 
ment Management Training in Botswana, 
Lesotho and Swaziland to train SADCC manage- 
ment personnel. Q

Francophone Africa 


IN THE WAKE OF THE SEPTEMBER 
1987 Francophone Summit in Quebec City, 
the Government of Canada has focused par- 
ticular attention on the countries of Fran- 
cophone Africa, reviewing its development 
assistance program and assessing the effec- 
tiveness of its contributions to the less 
privileged nations of the region. Indeed, com- 
mitments were made to these countries 
during the Summit not simply because of their 
linguistic status, but primarily because about 
20 of them are among the world’s least- 
developed countries. Of these, seven are in 
the Sahel (a region of particular ecological 
vulnerability), six are landlocked and three 
are small islands with small-scale economies. 


This commitment to assist the poorest people 
and least-developed countries of the world is 
central to the government’s new development 
assistance policy. It resulted this year in 
Canada’s decision to forgive the aid debt of 
many developing countries and to encourage 
international financial institutions to provide 
more flexible repayment conditions for in- 
debted nations; in Canada’s move to substan- 
tially increase the number of scholarships for 
Third-World students (e.g., through the crea- 
tion of a scholarship program for students in 
countries of La Francophonie); and in the 
government’s decision to place priority on 
Africa in general, which is in serious difficulty. 


The countries of Francophone Africa are 
facing problems similar to those of other 
countries throughout the continent. Many 
African nations are in fact experiencing a com- 
plex, multi-faceted crisis: an economic crisis 
related to declining prices of raw materials

and deteriorating terms of trade; a financial 
crisis marked by the external debt burden; an 
environmental crisis fueled by desertification 
and deforestation; and a human crisis mag- 
nified by the world’s highest population 
growth rate and by extreme poverty. 


Development assistance supports the efforts 
of Third-World governments to improve both 
the living conditions of their people and the 
overall economic situation. In 1987-88, 
Canada provided assistance to every country 
in Francophone Africa. In nine countries, 
CIDA is implementing a multi-year coopera- 
tion program; in the others, it provides various 
forms of technical, financial, industrial and 
institutional assistance. The Agency is also 
funding a program directed specifically at the 
needs of the countries in the Sahel region, 
which has been hit particularly hard by 
drought and recent plagues of locusts. The 
priority development sectors are agriculture 
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(which includes forestry and fisheries in order 
to ensure food security), energy, transportation 
and human resource development. 


In 1987-88, net bilateral assistance disburse- 
ments to Francophone Africa amounted to 
$200.67 million. Assistance to the main 
recipients, including bilateral food aid, was as 
follows: Senegal, $28.91 million; Niger, $23.91 
million; Zaire, $23.10 million; Mali, $15.99 mil- 
lion; Burkina Faso, $12.25 million; Cameroon, 
$12.08 million; Cote d’Ivoire, $10.64 million; 
Rwanda, $8.02 million; Guinea, $7.46 million; 
and the Sahel regional program, $19.34 mil- 
lion. Other countries receiving substantial 
Canadian contributions included: Morocco, 
$9.28 million; Tunisia, $6.57 million; 
Mauritania, $5.59 million; Gabon $3.11 mil 
lion; and Togo, $1.56 million. 


Canada also provided $24.9 million in food aid 
to six countries in the region, supplying main-

ly wheat (70,799 tonnes), dried or salt fish 
(1,079 tonnes), skim milk powder (693 ton- 
nes) and vegetable oil (636 tonnes). 


The recently published strategy Sharing Our 
Future and the reshaping of several major ODA 
policies have had an impact on the Francophone 
Africa Branch and other CIDA area programs. 
Changes in particular include the new frame- 
work for aid eligibility, new untying flexibility 
and greater emphasis on human resource 
development. Another highlight for the Fran- 
_ cophone Africa Branch in 1987-88 was the ap- 
proval of the first structural adjustment projects 
in response to the African debt crisis. 


In this fiscal year, 103 projects worth $273 
million were completed in Francophone 
Africa, including 28 under the Canadian Fund 
for Local Initiatives (previously known as Mis- 
sion-Administered Fund) valued at $8.83 mil- 


lion; 31 contracts of more than $500,000 each 
were signed for a total amount of $67.3 mil 
lion; and 169 projects worth a total of $210 
million were approved. The main areas of ac- 
tivity, in terms of the number of approved 
projects, were: economic and financial support, 
social development, agriculture and natural 
resources, industry and institutional support, 
transportation and communications, and energy. 


Examples of projects approved 
in 1987-88 


CIDA will support a market garden project in 
the Gandiolais region of Senegal to protect the 
area’s gardening potential against advancing 
sand dunes, thereby helping to control deser- 
tification and increase food self-sufficiency. 
The project will rationalize market gardening 
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and other related activities so that they can 
contribute more fully to the region’s eco- 
nomic development. The long-range goal of the 
project is for the people involved to assume 
control of the economic and social development 
process in an environmentally sound manner. 


Also in Senegal, phase two of a project to 
reduce Senegal’s oil expenditures by identify- 
ing and achieving potential energy savings in 
Senegalese industry was approved. Part of a 
World Bank project, it supports the efforts of 
the Senegalese government to promote and 
enhance the effectiveness of the private sector. 


Guinea received a $5 million line of credit (phase 
two, 1988 to 1992) that will promote economic 
and social development by providing balance-of- 
payments support, reinforcing the recovery of 
the productive sector and providing assistance 
to local development projects, while making 
available Canadian products (raw materials and 
semi-finished products) and establishing a 
counterpart fund. The line of credit will finance 
the purchase and transportation of Canadian 
goods (iron, aluminum, papers, chemicals, etc.) 
and the provision of expert services. One mil- 
lion dollars in untied funds is being provided to 
buy products manufactured in other African 
countries. The counterpart fund, using proceeds 
from the sale of products in Guinea, will finance 
the local costs of development projects. 


This year saw the start of a direct cooperation 
project between the Université nationale de 
Rwanda (UNR) and three Canadian univer- 
sities: the Université de Sherbrooke, Laval 
and the Université du Québec. The five-year 
project will develop three faculties at UNR 
(agronomy, applied science, and economics 
and management science) through Canadian 
technical assistance and the training of Rwan- 
dan professors. 


Rail is the most efficient means of transporta- 
tion in Cameroon, playing a vital role in the 
development of industries and the movement 
of people. This year, CIDA approved a $7 mil- 
lion project for the servicing of 17 Canadian- 
made locomotives previously supplied to 
Régifercam (the national railway). The new 
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project provides for the purchase and delivery 
of spare parts, technical assistance and a train- 
ing program for Régifercam employees so that 
they will learn how to do the required work. In 
addition to maintaining services which are vital 
to the country’s development and continuing the 
transfer-of-knowledge process that is under way, 
locomotive servicing is a logical extension of pre- 
vious efforts to support the effectiveness of 
Cameroon’s railway system. The new project 
protects previous investments in this sector and 
maximizes their impact. 


In Mali, Canada will participate with other 
donors in financing a hydroelectric project to 
build a 240-kilometre electrical transmission 
line between Bamako, the capital, and Ségou, 
the country’s second largest city. The project 
will provide electricity to Ségou, less than 5 
per cent of which has electricity, and the sur- 
rounding area. Canada’s contribution, valued 
at $10 million, consists in supplying most of 
the transmission line materiel (pylons, cable 
and line accessories) needed to build the 
Bamako-Ségou link, and in providing extra 
assistance to Mali’s energy corporation. 


Knowledge of demographic phenomena and 
population trends is essential to improved 
development planning. Accordingly, CIDA 
will be financing a demographics project in 
the Sahel to be implemented by the University 
of Montreal over a five-year period. Students 
from the Sahel will have the opportunity to 
pursue graduate and post-graduate studies in 
demographics. A total of 42 person-years in 
fellowships will be awarded under the project, 
which will also include teacher and researcher 
exchanges and training assignments. 


Other major projects approved during the year 
include two shared-cost training projects with 
Algeria and Gabon; arural drinking water supp- 
ly project in Morocco; and lines of credit to 
Tunisia ($15 million) and Mauritania ($3 mil- 
lion) for the purchase of basic commodities. 


Examples of achievements 


The following is a description of the progress 
made in anumber of projects during the 1987-88 
fiscal year in CIDA’s main sectors of activity. 


Agriculture, fisheries and forestry 


The ultimate objective of any agricultural 
development assistance program is to support 
the efforts of Third World countries to increase 
their agricultural productivity, in particular their 
food production, so that they may achieve long- 
term food security and eliminate their depend- 
ence on food aid. In Africa, too many countries 
have food deficits and too many people are still 
suffering from malnutrition and undernourish- 
ment, or facing outright famine. To help alleviate 
this situation, Canada has made agriculture a 
top priority and each year supports hundreds of 
agricultural development projects. CIDA 
programs therefore focus on establishing food 
strategies, promoting agro-industry activities, 
and supporting research, extension, crop 
protection and environmental conservation 
programs. In 1987-88, $38.9 million was allo- 
cated to projects in this sector. 


In 1987, Canada joined with several other 
donor countries in activities to protect crops 
and vegetation cover in the Sahel. For the 
second consecutive year, countries in the 
region required international assistance to set 
up emergency locust control operations. 
Canada was one of the first countries to 
respond to the call for assistance, supplying 
logistics support and the services of pilots and 
aircraft to locate and spray the insects, as well 
as the services of a coordinator as part of a 
large-scale program in Senegal, Mauritania 
and Mali. Burkina Faso, Niger and Gambia 
were also involved in locust control efforts. 
Aerial operations were conducted over more 
than 1.4 million hectares. Because infestation 
levels were less severe than the previous year 
and countries were better prepared to meet 
the threat, control operations proved success- 
ful and crop losses were minimized. 


In Guinea, the goal of CIDA’s rural develop- 
ment support program is to achieve food self- 


sufficiency through environmental protection 
and rural development projects. Activities 
focus primarily on the Fouta-Djallon area, 
where the major rivers supplying water to the 
Sahel originate and where the ecosystem has 
significantly deteriorated over the years. 
Canada’s support is part of a global effort to 
safeguard the region undertaken under the 
aegis of the Organization of African Unity. 
Canada will help to develop one of the 
hydrographic basins of Fouta-Djallon, focus- 
ing primarily on land cultivation, water control 
and livestock breeding. Rural roads are also 
being constructed and upgraded. 


Other activities include a project to 
rehabilitate rice fields in the Dubreka region 
and an artisanal fishery support project in the 
Boffa region. 


In Rwanda, the main Canadian contribution to 
rural development was the development of 
agricultural land in the Mutara Valley. With 
the assistance of the Desjardins International 
Development Society, a cooperative of 450 
families was set up in December 1987 and 
assumed complete charge of the hydro- 
agricultural infrastructure built under the 
project: 350 hectares of irrigated land, rice 
processing equipment, drying areas and 
buildings. 


A series of small-scale community projects 
complement CIDA’s rural development pro- 
gram in Zaire. The program finances micro- 
projects developed by local communities, 
while continuing to provide them with techni- 
cal support. The micro-projects, ranging be- 
tween $25,000 and $300,000 in value each, 
meet vital economic or social needs of the 
people in northeastern Zaire. Eleven projects, 
worth a total of $1.3 million, are under way in 
a number of sectors, including health and 
hygiene, rehabilitation of agricultural feeder 
roads, rural water supply, appropriate techni- 
ques and primary school teaching. The projects 
enable local communities to assume control of 
their own development at their own pace. 


Fishing is an important and growing sector of 
the traditional Senegalese economy; however, 
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80 per cent of this activity is practiced on an 
artisanal scale. Given the sector’s importance 
to Senegal’s economic growth, CIDA is 
providing financial support to conserve fish 
resources by installing an integrated resource 
protection and monitoring system, and an ar- 
tisanal fishery support project that will rein- 
force the role of artisanal fishermen by 
supplying them with the means to improve 
their small businesses. 


In the forestry sector in Senegal, a CIDA 
project is promoting forest protection in 
Casamance through the prevention of brush 
fires, the supply of fire fighting equipment, 
and ongoing efforts to generate more aware- 
ness in rural communities of the importance 
of protecting the forest. A rural forestry 
project in Kolda is helping to reverse environ- 
mental degradation and to control desertifica- 
tion. The project is designed to increase the 
participation of rural populations in the manage- 
ment and rational use of land and classified 
forests in harmony with the environment. 


A line of credit has enabled Niger to purchase 
primary products such as water treatment 
chemicals, insecticides, urea, cement, steel 
and cart components, as well as laboratory 
equipment. 


Energy 


Developing energy infrastructure is one of the 
priorities of Canada’s assistance program in 
Guinea. Canada is focusing its efforts on help- 
ing Guinea to improve its energy production 
in order to facilitate economic growth. The 
project provides assistance to the national ener- 
gy corporation (Société nationale d’énergie de 
la Guinée) by financing the purchase of parts 
and equipment, setting up a warehouse and 
supplying training to complement a World 
Bank technical assistance program. This project 
also provides indirect balance-of-payments sup- 
port. 


In Zaire, the $600,000 Centre d’adaptation des 
techniques en énergie-bois (CATEB) project 
will improve the use of wood for energy — 
wood being the primary source of fuel 
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throughout the country. In 1987, the following 
achievements were made in the project’s four 
main components: the construction of seven 
charcoal distillation ovens, using Canadian 
technology; theoretical and practical training 
of 62 charcoal burners, masons and oven crafts- 
men; extension and promotional activities in- 
cluding conferences, specialized publications and 
audio-visual presentations; and research and 
development through South-South technology 
transfers, inquiries, improvement of oven per- 
formance, and construction of experimental 
ovens. The positive results to date have led toa 
larger second phase, extending over a four-year 
period and with a planned budget of $1.6 million. 


In Cameroon, CIDA funded the following 
hydroelectricity transmission line activities: 


® construction of a 50 km, 90 KV line from 
Yaoundé to Mbalmayo and of a 90/30 KV 
distribution station in Mbalmayo. Work was 
done under a turnkey contract awarded to a 
Canadian company; and 

e 600 km of 30 KV transmission lines and 
the electrification of 82 areas built by four 
Cameroonian companies, with technical 
expertise supplied in the early project 
stages by Hydro-Quebec personnel 
assigned to the Société nationale 
d’électricité (Sonel) under the institutional 
support component of the project. 


Disbursements in the energy sector in Fran- 
cophone Africa totalled $20.5 million during 
1987-88. 


Transportation and communications 


CIDA disbursements in the transportation and 
communications sectors in Francophone Africa 
in 1987-88 were $30.9 million and $17.1 million 
respectively. The installation of adequate and 
modern transportation and communication sys- 
tems is essential to economic development. In 
Africa, improvement in these sectors is par- 
ticularly vital to landlocked countries, which 
have no access to the sea and the wider markets 
which it provides. To open up certain countries 
or regions within a country, CIDA is financing 
road, railway and air transport infrastructure 


projects, as well as telecommunications 
projects. Examples of such projects are 
described in the following paragraphs. 


In Rwanda, a rural telephone project to open 
up the northeastern part of the country was 
successfully completed during the year. 
Canadian telephone equipment now links 
northeastern Rwanda to the country’s nation- 
al and international telecommunications sys- 
tems, affecting 50,000 people directly. 
Modern automatic service is being provided 
by six radio-relay systems and five aerial dis- 
tribution networks. 


In Mali, CIDA supplied eight locomotives and 
spare parts, and new rails for the Régie de 
chemin de fer du Mali. The 151-km paved 
Djajiri-Diffa road in Niger was completed in 
February 1988. In Burkina Faso, construction 
was completed on the Po-Tiébelé-Zabré-Nianga 
road (170 km) and a bridge and dam were also 
built, opening up an area equal to three per cent 
of the country’s territory. The project, affecting 
nearly 24,500 people, led to the establishment of 
new services, provided easier access to agro- 
pastoral zones and improved marketing oppor- 
tunities. 


Under a $23 million civil aviation project in 
Guinea, a Canadian-made DASH-7 aircraft, 
spare parts, and training and technical assis- 
tance services were supplied to Air Guinea. This 
five-year project also includes the construction 
of a hangar, the renovation of runways and the 
supply of navigational aids. Developing the civil 
aviation infrastructure will make it easier to 
open up remote parts of Guinea, while improv- 
ing both domestic air service and the technical 
and financial management of the airline. While 
meeting some of Guinea’s immediate problems, 
this project will also relieve the country’s 
balance-of-payments problems. Guinean 
women, who play an important role in the 
country’s retail sector, will also benefit from 
improved air transportation service. 


In Céte d'Ivoire, CIDA contributed $3.6 mil- 
lion for the maintenance and repair of 
Canadian locomotives supplied to the Régie 
Abidjan-Niger (RAN) under a previous 


project. About 20 locomotives were complete- 
ly serviced, and spare parts were supplied. An 
inventory and supply system is now operation- 
al and a management planning system is 
being installed. Service contracts were 
awarded to Canadian firms for the administra- 
tion, monitoring and supervision of the project. 
A training component was also included in 
which six local maintenance and service tech- 
nicians and numerous mechanics, electricians 
and workshop staff members received training. 


Human resource development 


Human resources are the primary asset of any 
country. CIDA supports human resource 
development by funding post-secondary, voca- 
tional and technical education and training 
through a scholarship program and by support- 
ing basic education projects. During the 1987-88 
fiscal year, CIDA allocated $22.8 million to help- 
ing Francophone Africa develop its human 
resources. 


More specifically, CIDA ensures that its assis- 
tance programs include a training component, 
since training is essential to project success 
and to the takeover of projects by local resi- 
dents when the assistance comes to an end. 
Particular emphasis is placed on the transfer 
of knowledge and techniques. 


Under a roads project in Burkina Faso, for ex- 
ample, seven counterparts received appropriate 
training and 135 local employees received on- 
the-job training. Also in Burkina Faso, a vegeta- 
tion protection project involving 2,000 villages 
provided training to 440 community leaders and 
10,000 peasants; 36 departmental officers 
received training as part of a project to stabilize 
the vegetation cover; several dozen local 
employees received training during construc- 
tion of the Kompienga dam, which is now 70 per 
cent completed; finally, under a project involving 
the Institut pédagogique burkinabé, 3,500 
primary school teachers and some 80 inspec- 
tors participated in development sessions. 


CIDA has been contributing significantly to 


developing human resources in the accounting 
field in the Republic of Madagascar since 1983. 
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A $2.1 million contribution reinforced this 
support during the year and enabled active 
Canadian participation in the establishment of 
the Institut national des sciences comptables 
et de l’administration des entreprises (IN- 
SCAE). This prestigious institution graduates 
high-quality professional accountants and 
managers who have a thorough command of 
modern business management tools. Techni- 
cal assistance, training in Canada and participa- 
tion as an adviser to INSCAE are helping to 
consolidate INSCAE’s internal operations, train 
skilled accounting and management specialists, 
and develop effective interrelationships with 
major local people involved in socio-economic 
development. 


CIDA is providing institutional support to 
public agencies in Guinea to strengthen the 
planning and management capacities of the 
public institutions responsible for socio- 
economic development. It is supporting the 
transfer of appropriate Canadian planning, 
management and evaluation techniques. The 
project is assisting several Guinean ministries 
to establish priorities, reorganize certain ad- 
ministrative structures and introduce new 
analysis and management methods by provid- 
ing experts and financing seminars or training 
assignments in Guinea, Canada or in third- 
party countries. 


A $5 million training and development pro- 
gram in Senegal is ensuring the continuity of 
a multi-year scholarship program under 
which more than a hundred Senegalese stu- 
dents have received scholarships in fields 
such as rural development, agro-economics, 
energy, management and health. This second 
program places more emphasis on technical 
training and retraining, and is more acces- 
sible to women and the private sector. Apart 
from training assignments and technical as- 
sistance, 75 scholarships are expected to be 
made available in Canada, Senegal and in 
third-party countries. 


Forestry is a key sector of Canada’s assistance 
program in Zaire, which has the largest tropi- 
cal forest in Africa. To help Zaire manage this 
vast resource, Canada has set up several 
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large-scale projects, including one to train 
forestry engineers in order to upgrade the 
quantity and quality of Zairian expertise in this 
field. More than 25 forestry scholarships to 
Laval University will be awarded between 
1986 and 1992. 


A rural electrification project in south-central 
Cameroon has provided institutional support 
to the Société nationale d’électricité (Sonel) 
through the training in Canada of some 15 
electrical engineering scholars and 30 special- 
ized technicians. CIDA also financed 16 spe- 
cial assignments of Hydro-Quebec 
International experts to Sonel. 


CIDA also spent nearly $500,000, including 
shipping costs, to supply teaching aids in the 
field of electronics to the Lycée technique 
d’Abidjan in Cote-d’Ivoire. At least eight 
Ivoirian instructors were trained in the use of 
this teaching equipment. A training session 
was held in Abidjan, and a second such ses- 
sion will be held shortly. Two trainees will 
come to Quebec to receive special training. 


Environment and public health 


Each year, CIDA contributes millions of dollars 
to projects designed to improve the quality of life 
of the people of Francophone Africa. In 1987-88, 
these contributions amounted to $9.2 million. 
Most of these projects provide rural com- 
munities with access to drinking water and im- 
proved sanitation practices. Water management 
is a prerequisite for agricultural development, 
desertification control and the improvement of 
living conditions in Africa. 


Many water supply projects were completed 
during the year. Several wells were con- 
structed in various regions of Mali (e.g., 47 in 
Dogon, 33 in Macina and 11 in Kaarta); in 
addition, 36 boreholes were dug and 25 
pumps installed. In Niger, 250 wells were com- 
pleted as part of a ‘village water holes’ project, 
and a further 24 wells and works were built 
under the Diffa agricultural development sup- 
port program. 


In Niger, seven windmills were installed on an 
experimental basis to pump water for three 
community gardens (operated in whole or in 
part by women), a community fish hatchery, 
a livestock breeding site, an individual garden 
and an experimental crop station. Based on 
the positive results to date, CIDA is examining 
the possibility of extending the experiment to 
other countries in the Sahel. 


Canadian Fund for Local Initiatives 


Embassy-administered bilateral funds are 
also available in most developing countries. 
The Canadian Fund for Local Initiatives sup- 
ports small local community projects in 
various fields; as a general rule, the value of 
such individual projects must not exceed 
$50,000. During 1987-88, the Fund disbursed 
$8.83 million in Francophone Africa.

Americas 


THE GEOGRAPHIC REGION OF THE 
Americas comprises some 40 countries in 
South America, Central America and the 
Caribbean. Peru, Argentina, St. Lucia, 
Mexico, Jamaica ... the names evoke images 
of vibrant, multicultural societies, tropical 
forests and vast plains, a wealth of mineral 
resources, and vacation paradises — in short, 
a region with an abundance of both human 
and physical resources. This picture postcard 
image, however accurate it may be, is offset 
by a negative picture that is just as accurate: 
enormous debts, cities of near-monstrous 
size, volatile political situations, a population 
that will soon reach 700 million, growing un- 
employment, and thousands of homeless 
children. 


Our neighbors in the Americas region are 
facing insurmountable difficulties. Some have 
made tremendous efforts; but unless they 
receive relief from their debt burden, the 
U.S.$23 billion annual cost of servicing that 
debt could be disastrous. Rampant inflation, 
deteriorating terms of trade and reduced 
prices for raw materials are weakening their 
economies. The number of people living in 
absolute poverty — close to 130 million (1980) 
—willincrease drastically ifno action is taken. 
Social development indicators already point to 
a definite decline in living standards. 


The problems are numerous: inadequate in- 
frastructure, non-competitive industries, declin- 
ing social services, and large deficits, are just a 
few examples. Though these countries face 
many common problems, the differences be- 
tween them are also considerable. The diversity 
is evident when one compares the poor and

underdeveloped states of Central America, 
which are constantly under the threat of politi- 
cal upheaval, to some of the South American 
giants which, despite rapidly deteriorating 
economic and social conditions, have vast ter- 
ritories, enormous potential and have reached 
a more advanced stage of development, or to 
the small Caribbean island economies, which 
are hampered by serious infrastructural con- 
straints. 


Canada has responded to the needs of the 
region with programs tailored to providing 
goods and services that reflect the require- 
ments of the various countries. The Canadian 
assistance program in the Americas is centered 
on three major objectives: promoting economic 
recovery to ensure a better future, providing 
relief to the victims of the present situation, 
namely the poor, and strengthening the 
capacities of national and regional institutions. 
The specifics of the program vary from one sub- 
region to another. In Brazil, for example, local 
institutions are receiving assistance in the so- 
cial, economic and technological sectors. 
Lines of credit (LOCs) extended to Peru and 
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Colombia are helping to develop and revitalize 
important sectors, such as forestry and min- 
ing, and ease their balance-of-payments 
problems. Counterpart funds generated by 
LOCs are being used to provide improved 
services to the poor. In the Caribbean, 
Canada supports infrastructure and human 
resource development both to help individual 
countries and foster regional cooperation. In 
Central America, where development ac- 
tivities are carried out under difficult conditions, 
the program focuses on the poorest segments 
of society. 


Overall, Canada provides assistance to 34 
countries in the Americas region. In some, 
CIDA has a multi-year cooperation program; 
in others, the Agency provides financial, in- 
stitutional and technical support for local 
development projects. 


In 1987-88, net disbursements to the 
Americas totalled $165.53 million, including 
government-to-government food aid. Con- 
tributions to the various countries were as 
follows: Jamaica, $31.11 million; Peru, $20.2

million; Haiti, $8.88 million; Colombia, $7.57 
million; Honduras $3.74 million; Guyana, 
$2.61 million; and the Leeward and Windward 
Islands,’ $14.72 million. In Haiti, the social and 
political situation has deteriorated so much 
during the year that certain programs had to 
be suspended, some cooperants had to be 
repatriated and a number of projects were 
slowed down. Other countries that received 
substantial bilateral assistance include 
Nicaragua, $10.54 million; El Salvador, $6.61 
million; Belize, $5.1 million; Barbados, $4.77 
million; Costa Rica, $4.61 million; and Brazil, 
$3.29 million. CIDA also funded regional 
programs, such as those in Central America 
and the Caribbean, $28.28 million; the 
Leeward and Windward Islands, $7.54 mil 
lion; and South America, $2.19 million. 


1. For programming purposes, CIDA classifies the Leeward and Windward 
Islands as a single country of concentration. They consist of six 
independent countries: Antigua and Barbuda, Dominica, Grenada, St. 
Kitts and Nevis, St. Vincent and the Grenadines, and St. Lucia, as well as 
two British Crown colonies, Anguilla and Montserrat. 


During the last fiscal year, more than 133 
projects worth $133 million were completed, 
with another 383 under way. 


The following is a description of some of the 
progress made during the year in CIDA’s 
main sectors of activity: 


Agriculture, forestry and 
fisheries 


These are vital sectors for many countries in 
the region. In some, agricultural and fisheries 
products are important sources of export 
revenue. CIDA disbursements in these sec- 
tors within the region totalled $32.6 million in 
1987-88. 


For the Jamaican government, rural develop- 
ment is one of the keys to economic recovery. 
Canada’s program has been developed accord- 
ingly, and is committed to helping revitalize the 
agricultural sector, which has been severely 
affected by the economic situation. Small 
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farmers with low incomes must be helped to 
diversify their crops and improve yields in 
order to increase national production and halt 
the exodus of people to the cities. But how can 
this be done when most farmers are illiterate 
and live in isolated mountain regions? A CIDA 
project implemented jointly by the Associa- 
tion of Canadian Community Colleges and the 
Jamaica Agricultural Society succeeded in 
meeting the challenge. Appropriate educa- 
tional material on vine growing, swine breed- 
ing and cooperatives was produced and 
distributed. It was received with great interest 
and is beginning to yield positive results. 


In Honduras, CIDA is supporting a project 
implemented by the Desjardins International 
Development Society, which is training and 
developing human resources in the coopera- 
tive movement and providing technical assis- 
tance in the local processing and marketing of 
agricultural products. In the Altiplano area of 
Peru, CIDA is providing assistance to alpaca 
breeders, while in Brazil, it is funding agricul- 
tural research on potatoes, a food staple in the 
country, and training was provided to 
Brazilian researchers either in Canada or in 
their own country. 


Fishing is a major economic activity throughout 
the Americas. It provides employment to a large 
part of the population and creates export 
revenues. More importantly, fish is the sole 
source of animal protein for much of the popula- 
tion, particularly in the Commonwealth Carib- 
bean where the development of the fisheries 
sector has been hampered by serious technical 
and infrastructural difficulties. CIDA is provid- 
ing ongoing support to the fisheries sector. For 
example, the Agency is supplying refrigeration 
equipment and building materials for seven 
landing wharves in Guyana. In St. Lucia, CIDA 
has provided a fish plant and is improving 
facilities at fish landing points. 


Several countries in the Americas have exten- 
sive tropical forests. CIDA has assisted many 
of them, such as St. Lucia and Honduras, in 
developing forestry management plans to bet- 
ter conserve their valuable forest reserves as 
well as manage their water resources. This 
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dualistic approach is being followed in 
Guyana, where 85 per cent of the territory is 
forest. In 1987-88, CIDA outfitted a sawmill as 
part of a sawmill improvement project; at the 
same time, it was agreed that the Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO), with CIDA 
assistance, would develop a tropical forest ac- 
tion plan which focuses on the conservation 
of Guyana’s tropical forest systems, optimum 
land use and industrial expansion. 


Energy 


CIDA provided $14.5 million last fiscal year to 
the energy sector in the Americas. Projects 
focused on the production and distribution of 
electricity, particularly in rural areas. 


In 1987-88, CIDA delivered five generators 
and related equipment to Colombia as part of 
a project to develop a hydroelectric complex 
on the Guairo River. The Agency also 
provided over $3 million for equipment and 
material for an electricity transmission net- 
work between Bucaramanga and Arauca 
along the Venezuelan border. 


CIDA is making a substantial contribution to the 
energy sector in Haiti, where per capita energy 
consumption is among the lowest in the world. 
Under a multilateral program, the Agency in- 
stalled 26.5 km of transmission lines during 
1987-88 to improve the electrical network 
around Port-au-Prince, extended the Port-de- 
Paix distribution network by 19km and, to assist 
Electricité d’Haiti, supplied six generator sets, 
repaired another five and provided two trans- 
formers. Finally, CIDA funded the preparation 
of a national master plan for rural and village 
electrification, which will make possible a wide 
range of projects in Haiti. 


Transportation 


CIDA provided $27.5 million during 1987-88 
for the development and improvement of the 
transportation sector in Latin America and the 
Caribbean. 


For Caribbean countries in particular, 
economic growth is dependent on a modern 
and efficient transportation system. As part of 
an ongoing program to upgrade airports in the 
Caribbean, CIDA funded human resource 
training, supplied fire fighting equipment and 
maintenance material and distributed instruc- 
tion manuals in 15 countries. In Dominica, the 
road between Portsmouth and Hatton Garden 
was rebuilt and will now need very little main- 
tenance. The road serves one-quarter of the 
population and will help move foodstuffs to 
market (the region produces more than half 
of the country’s banana and coconut crops). 
In Jamaica, CIDA is providing professional 
services and equipment to help rebuild bridges. 
The project’s final phase will see the replace- 
ment and renovation of several bridges on 
major roads that are vital to the island’s in- 
dustrial and agricultural development. 


Telecommunications 


CIDA provided $3 million to support the 
development of communications in the 
Americas region. For example, in Brazil — a 
vast and geographically diverse country that 
requires a sophisticated communications sys- 
tem — CIDA supplied a communications ter- 
minal, complete with spare parts and over two 
years of maintenance support. The satellite 
surveillance system improves the speed at 
which the navy and air force can come to the 
rescue of vessels in distress. The project also 
includes training assignments for communica- 
tions engineers, technicians and researchers. 


Environment and health 


Poverty and disease are inextricably linked to 
the environment in the broadest sense of the 
word, that is, not just the ecological environ- 
ment, but also housing conditions, the 
presence or lack of sanitation services, the 
supply of safe drinking water, and so on. 
Health services and a sound environment go 
hand in hand. 


In 1987-88, CIDA contributed $17.5 million to 
projects in health and nutrition, population, 
housing, water supply and sanitation. For ex- 
ample, CIDA support enabled 30 com- 
munities in Honduras to build drinking water 
supply systems, about a thousand latrines, 
sewer and waste disposal systems, and showers. 
This initiative, implemented in cooperation 
with CARE-Canada, is representative of in- 
tegrated community projects in which social 
development is closely associated with the 
installation of sanitation and water supply ser- 
vices. In Peru, 16 water supply systems were 
installed in rural areas and six in urban com- 
munities. In Mexico, new sanitation facilities 
built after the earthquake considerably im- 
proved conditions in two rural communities in 
the State of Guerro; and, in San Antonio, 
people left homeless by the earthquake were 
provided with new housing through CIDA 
funding of UNICEF; the repayment plan set 
up for those recipients able to pay will make it 
possible to sustain the services and to finance 
child care and other social services. 


In Bogota, Colombia, CIDA helped to improve 
the living conditions of families in the slums 
of the 170 barrios of Ciudad Kennedy by 
providing financial and professional support 
to a local foundation, the Fundacion Centro de 
Asesorea Familiar (CAF). Progress is already 
evident; the women of the CAF, for example, 
have set up day nurseries which they operate 
entirely on their own. In many parts of Colom- 
bia, the situation has become so critical in the 
shanty towns that residents formed their own 
house building cooperatives; in 1987-88, 
CIDA support for this movement (the Con- 
struyamos movement) entered its third 
phase, which focuses on improving the ef- 
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ficiency of the construction process in terms 
of techniques and materials in order to save 
time and money. 


In Honduras, 10 maternal health clinics were 
equipped and pediatric training was provided 
to 10 physicians, 10 medical auxiliaries, 10 
clinical assistants and 30 midwives. Encourag- 
ing results were obtained in Colombia under 
a UNICEF project: the infant mortality and 
disease rate fell significantly, and the public 
awareness campaign which CIDA helped to 
establish reached some 3,600,000 families. 


Human resource development 


People are the beginning and end of develop- 
ment. This fundamental axiom is one of the 
major principles of Canada’s development as- 
sistance policy, and serves asa guide for CIDA 
activities from the design of projects and 
programs to their implementation. Training is 
always included as a component of CIDA ac- 
tivities, be they major infrastructure projects, 
community development projects or 
economic programs. In 1987-88, CIDA 
provided training to technicians, farmers, en- 
gineers, physicians and medical auxiliaries, 
researchers, carpenters, among others. Thir- 
ty-one per cent of the trainees were women, a 
percentage rate that should increase in the 
future as CIDA makes further efforts to in- 
crease women’s participation in development 
activities. Particular emphasis is placed on the 
key roles played by women in the social and 
economic lives of their countries, and on their 
potential contribution to the development 
process. 


In 1987-88, CIDA allocated $15.3 million for 
education and training activities in the 
Americas. Fellowships were awarded to 475 
students (161 of whom were women) and 
2,268 trainees (of whom 1,076 were women), 
and over 400 Canadian experts (of whom 47 
were women) were assigned to development 
projects. 
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CIDA human resource development assis- 
tance takes various forms and includes such 
widely diverse activities as: the construction 
of a student residence and a library, com- 
pleted this year, in Haiti; the rebuilding and 
equipping of a college in Mexico which had 
been destroyed by an earthquake; and highly 
specialized training, such as that provided to 
Brazil tax inspectors by the University of 
Waterloo (which has already yielded tangible 
results — the new tax auditing procedures 
have so far resulted in the recovery of $25 
million). In Colombia, CIDA made it possible 
for the Centre Colombo-Canadien du Bois to 
teach other Latin American students the fur- 
niture manufacturing techniques learned at 
this centre some 10 years ago. Still another 
example is the training in Canada of Costa 
Rican agriculture technicians and professors. 


Small businesses in Colombia’s informal sec- 
tor are also receiving CIDA assistance. This 
project, which began recently, provides 
entrepreneurs with much-needed training as 
well as support through the Calmeadow 
Charitable Foundation of Toronto. Ecuadorians 
and Colombians who work in sectors requir- 
ing a high degree of professional competence 
are receiving development training in 
Canadian institutions. In Haiti during 1987-88, 
CIDA continued to support the UNICEF 
literacy program and to provide assistance to 
Haiti’s Vocational Training Centre and the 
Faculty of Agronomy and Veterinary Medicine. 


Projects approved or in the 
planning stage 


One hundred and fifty-four new projects 
worth over $233.9 million were approved in 
1987-88. They include: 


In Peru, lines of credit totalling over $20 mil- 
lion will enable the country to purchase equip- 
ment for the mining industry and for the 
development of communications infrastruc- 
ture. The lines of credit will ease Peru’s 
balance-of-payments situation and provide 
counterpart funds to help the poorest people. 


An independent Peruvian institution estab- 
lished with technical assistance from Canada 
will manage the lines of credit and allocate 
them to social development activities. In 
Jamaica, CIDA will fund the initial phase of an 
energy project to determine the technical and 
economic feasibility of six small hydroelectric 
power stations. Also in Jamaica, CIDA will 
provide assistance to the small and micro- 
business sector and to export promotion for 
food products. 


In Nicaragua, the second phase of a dairy 
herd management project in Chiltepe is about

to begin; it will comprise training assign- 
ments, the provision of professional services 
and technical studies. In Costa Rica, a line of 
credit is planned to help improve rural com- 
munication services; the matching funds will 
be used to implement community projects. In 
Honduras, CIDA will begin its second initia- 
tive in the Guyape Valley; this project will 
focus essentially on crop diversification and 
the improvement of crop yields. A five-year 
institutional support project is planned for 
Honduras in the forestry sector, aimed at con- 
tributing to the rational development of 
hardwood forest resources. Q

Asia 


ASIA IS WHERE CANADA’S COMMIT- 
ment to international development first 
began. Canadian advisors and educators went 
to Asia in the early 1950s under the pioneering 
Colombo Plan to sow the seeds of Canadian 
assistance in the developing world. 


After more than 35 years of development 
cooperation, the partnerships between 
Canadians and Asians — be they volunteers, 
teachers, farmers, business people, academics 
or professionals — are still the cornerstones of 
Canada/Asia cooperation. Working together to 
foster human growth, through assistance to 
people and their institutions, has emerged as a 
central theme of Canada’s new aid strategy for 
all parts of the developing world. In Asia the 
tradition is a longstanding one. 


But the partnerships being forged in Asia 
today are more encompassing than those of 
the 1950s. Asia has changed. In the 1980s, it 
is a continent of tremendous achievements. In 
countries where famine was a way of life a 
dozen years ago, the Green Revolution has 
had a dramatic impact: in many cases food 
self-sufficiency has been or is near to being 
achieved. Higher nutritional levels and better 
health care have increased life expectancy 
and decreased infant mortality rates. Literacy 
rates have also risen. 


And of course there are the economic ac- 
complishments. India has become one of the 
world’s top 10 industrial nations. China’s mod- 
ernization program is fuelling significant in- 
creases in agricultural and industrial output, 
resulting in impressive economic growth 
rates (9.3 per cent in 1987).

of ASEAN — the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations — (Brunei, Indonesia, Malaysia, 
the Philippines, Singapore, and Thailand) 
have had the world’s highest regional growth 
rate in recent years. 


But despite the progress, poverty abounds. 
The majority of the world’s one billion ab- 
solute poor live in Asia. Only one-tenth of this 
vast continent is arable, forcing its large 
populations into densely populated river val- 
leys or overcrowded cities. Earthquakes, floods 
and droughts are frequent occurrences in Asian 
countries. Last year, India suffered its worst 
drought in 40 years, Bangladesh its worst 
flooding — a disaster that was repeated in 
1988. 


Development assistance in Asia must respond 
to both the needs of rapidly industrializing 
nations and massive poverty. The rapid chan- 
ges in Asia and the importance of the Asia-

Pacific region for Canada in the decades 
ahead call for both a new vision of Canada’s 
role in the region and shifts in the develop- 
ment cooperation program. 


The emphasis on human resource development 
in Sharing Our Future corresponds well with 
Asia’s growing need for institutions and in- 
dividuals with skills in development manage- 
ment. Accordingly, the Asia program will put 
greater emphasis upon strengthening the 
capacity of Asian public and private sector or- 
ganizations to plan and implement development 
programs. In addition, it will foster sustainable 
linkages between Asian and Canadian institu- 
tions in support of Asian development priorities 
and Canada’s longer-term interests in the Asia- 
Pacific region. 


In those countries with a more advanced in- 
dustrial sector, special emphasis will be placed 
on encouraging Canada’s private sector to par-

ticipate in technology transfer, joint ventures 
and industrial development. In countries with 
continuing large-scale poverty, assistance will 
be directed to improving the conditions of the 
rural poor. In all Asian countries, ensuring the 
full economic role of women in development will 
be a key objective. 


The Asia program is CIDA’s largest, amounting 
to $414.4 million in 1987-88, concentrated on 
human resource development, poverty allevia- 
tion, the environment, women in development, 
energy, industrial development and, in some 
countries, transportation. Efforts are focused 
on nine countries: Bangladesh, China, India, 
Indonesia, Nepal, Pakistan, the Philippines, Sri 
Lanka and Thailand. 


Bangladesh is one of the world’s poorest and 
most vulnerable countries, with a population 
of over 100 million crowded into an area less 


than twice the size of New Brunswick. Al 
though it has made significant progress in 
food production and management in recent 
years, the devastating floods of 1987 and 1988 
will affect the country’s development progress. 


With annual disbursements of over $100 mil- 
lion ($128.2 million in 1987-88), the 
Bangladesh program is CIDA’s largest. The 
primary goal is to help meet the pressing need 
for food and balance-of- payments support. In 
1987-88, Canada provided lines of credit to 
purchase Canadian potash fertilizer ($11.2 
million), industrial commodities ($10.4 mil- 
lion) and food aid ($67.5 million). 


Canadian food aid is used not only for emer- 


gencies but also for longer-term development. 
In one case, proceeds from its sale are being 
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used to pay the operating costs of a CARE 
Canada project providing employment for 60,000 
women maintaining rural infrastructure. 


Agriculture and rural development are key 
areas of concentration in the Bangladesh pro- 
gram, accounting for 25 to 30 per cent of 
economic assistance (excluding food aid). 
CIDA projects in this area are aimed at im- 
proving the livelihood of the rural poor. 


Among CIDA’s agricultural development 
projects are technical assistance to the 
Bangladesh Ministry of Agriculture, research 
to improve rice production and develop high- 
yield and disease-resistant varieties of wheat; 
construction of foodgrain warehouses; small- 
scale water control structures; handpump test- 
ing; and supply of components for a urea 
fertilizer factory. 


Landless farmers and women are benefitting 
from the multi-donor Rural Poor Program. The 
$22.9 million Canadian component provides 
credit, training and technical assistance in the 
operation of cooperatives. CIDA is also con- 
tributing $8.9 million to two Bangladeshi NGOs 
— Proshika Kendra and Comilla Proshika — 
that help the disadvantaged in rural areas. 


CIDA is now in the $20 million third phase of a 
World Bank population program in Bangladesh. 
The aim is to increase opportunities for women 
through income-generating activities, family 
planning programs, and maternal/child care; 
and to assist the government in providing rural, 
family planning workers. The sale of potash 
fertilizer (financed by a $22 million CIDA con- 
tribution) is generating funds to pay family wel- 
fare workers. 


In the transportation sector, locomotives, ad- 
visors and equipment are being provided to 
the Bangladesh Railway ($156 million). In 
energy, CIDA has provided $101.1 million in 
equipment and training for a hydroelectric 
load dispatch centre and is continuing the 
appraisal and development of Bangladesh’s 
gas reservoirs ($46.3 million).

Among the projects approved during 1987-88 
are an institutional linkage between the 
University of Alberta and the Bangladesh 
University of Engineering Technology, and a 
third phase in the small-scale water control 
program. Planned projects include water con- 
trol and irrigation in the Sylhet District and 
the Baral River Basin, and a second phase of 
the Rural Poor Program. 


China has made great progress in recent years, 
achieving food self-sufficiency, establishing an 
industrial base and satisfying the basic needs of 
its people. Since 1978 the government has em- 
phasized a policy of modernization through 
technology transfer from the West, but there is 
a critical need to upgrade the managerial and 
technical skills required to make effective use 
of Western technology. 


CIDA’s program ($35.3 million)’ therefore em- 
phasizes technical assistance to develop human 
resources, assisting China to increase skills, 
knowledge and productivity in key development 
areas where Canada has strong capabilities: 
agriculture, forestry, energy, transportation and 
telecommunications. 


A major human resource development project 
begun in 1983 and now entering its second 
phase is introducing modern Western manage- 
ment theory and teaching methods in key 
Chinese universities, through linkages with 
Canadian counterparts. The $38.4 million 
Canadian contribution (for both phases) will 
increase industrial production by strengthening 
management training. 


Another project that entered its second phase 
was a $21 million training program to upgrade 
the skills of some 500 Chinese professionals by 
1994 through academic and practical training in 
industry and government. 


Anew$14.8 million project, being implemented 
by the Association of Universities and Colleges 
of Canada (AUCC), will link some 30 university 
hospitals in Canada and China. The AUCC is

also arranging linkages between Canadian 
community colleges and Chinese counter- 
parts ($7.5 million). 


In agriculture, CIDA is contributing some $20 
million in technical assistance to improve 
agricultural research and food production, in- 
troducing modern techniques in areas such 
as animal quarantine, seed breeding, cattle 
breeding, potash application, and potato dis- 
ease detection. 


Up-to-date forest management practices are 
being taught at the Langxiang Forestry 
Bureau ($8.9 million) and a model forest fire 
management system is being established in 
Jiagedagqi ($5.2 million). 


Canada is helping China develop its expertise 
in large-scale power projects through techni- 
cal assistance to Electric Power Research In- 
stitutes ($8.4 million) and the South China 
Regional System ($8.8 million). The final 
report of a feasibility study on the Three Gor- 
ges dam on the Yangtse River is expected in 
1988. If pursued, the project would develop 
the world’s largest hydroelectrical complex. 


CIDA’s involvement in transportation and 
telecommunications in China only began in 
1986, so most projects are still in the planning 
stage, with the exception of a $4.3 million 
contribution to help upgrade China’s domes- 
tic satellite system. 


Planned projects include the strengthening of 
the All China Women’s Federation, linkages 
between Canadian and Chinese forestry in- 
stitutions, transportation management train- 
ing, and rehabilitation of northern grasslands. 


No other country better exemplifies the dual 
nature of Asia’s development challenge than 
India. Home to 350 million of the world’s ab- 
solute poor, India has nonetheless become the 
world’s tenth-largest industrial power. Self- 
sufficiency in agriculture (albeit at too low 
nutritional levels) has been largely attained, 
and the country drew on domestic food stocks 
without declaring an emergency during the 
serious drought of 1987-88. 


CIDA’s program ($74.8 million) responds to 
India’s duality by addressing poverty allevia- 
tion through rural development, helping 
strengthen the modern sector, which is hampered 
by infrastructural bottlenecks, especially in ener- 
gy, and strengthening and encouraging self- 
sustaining linkages between Canadian and 
Indian communities and institutions. 


In the rural sector, the second phase of the 
India Oilseeds Development Project began in 
1987. CIDA is contributing $4 million in tech- 
nical assistance and $85 million worth of 
canola oil. Proceeds from the sale of the oil in 
India are used to improve oilseeds production, 
processing and marketing. 


Also begun this year was a project jointly 
financed by CIDA ($4.2 million), the Interna- 
tional Development Research Centre ($1.86 
million), and India’s Bharatiya Agro-In- 
dustries Foundation ($1.16 million) to develop 
the technology and management practices to 
deliver services to underprivileged rural com- 
munities in five Indian states. 


In support of UNICEF’s and the Indian 
government’s Water Supply and Sanitation 
Program, CIDA provided a $5 million con- 
tribution to expand drilling, handpump instal- 
lation, and educational activities. 


In the energy sector, CIDA is continuing to 
assist India to overcome energy shortages 
that restrict agricultural and industrial 
development. A second dam at the Chamera 
Hydroelectric Project in northern India is to 
be constructed along with related facilities, 
with the help of a$115 million CIDA contribu- 
tion and co-financing from the Export 
Development Corporation (EDC). 


In southern India, the second phase of the 
Idukki Hydroelectric Project ($35 million) 
was completed with the installation of three 
turbine generators. As a follow-up to Idukki, 
CIDA has agreed to a $34 million project with 
the Kerala State Electricity Board to improve 
operating efficiency. Also put in place in 1987 
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was a joint CIDA ($75 million)/EDC ($123 
million) line of credit for oil and gas explora- 
tion and production equipment and services. 


CIDA is supporting human resource develop- 
ment in India through training programs and 
institutional linkages. Projects approved in 1987 
include $5 million to upgrade the professional 
qualifications of Indian managers through train- 
ing in Canada, and a $0.4 million contribution 
to the Shastri Indo-Canadian Institute to 
promote academic and cultural linkages. 


Upcoming projects include a major agricul- 
tural drainage project for the state of Rajasthan, 
assistance to India’s National Informatics Centre, 
and mechanisms to facilitate the establishment 
of private sector and institutional linkages. 


Indonesia is the largest and most populous 
country in southeast Asia and straddles the 
strategic sea lanes between Japan and the 
Middle East. The country prospered with the 
oil boom in the 1970s, which helped it make 
the transition toward the status of a middle-in- 
come country. However, Indonesia now has to 
surmount the loss of oil revenues and develop- 
ment is hampered to some degree by balance- 
ofpayment difficulties and a large external debt. 


CIDA is responding with a program ($47.2 
million) emphasizing the management of sus- 
tainable resources and regional development, 
the development of human resources and the 
implementation of Indonesia’s policies on 
women in development. In the short term, 
Canada is also providing commodity assis- 
tance, supplying $48.2 million worth of potash. 


In resource management, CIDA is contribut- 
ing $26 million for the support of a Water 
Resources Development Service. The goal of 
the project is to increase agricultural produc- 
tion in Nusa Tenggara Timur Province 
through institution building. The project will 
identify, develop and implement water 
resource schemes primarily for small-scale 
irrigation undertakings, soil conservation and 
other water-related developments. The 
second phase of a project operated by Dal 
housie University is strengthening environ-

ment-related technical capabilities in 
Indonesia’s public and private sectors: CIDA 
is contributing $8 million for educational ac- 
tivities and institutional linkages. 


In regional development, CARE Canada is con- 
tinuing its rural development work in Sulawesi 
(installation of potable water systems, sanitation, 
health education, etc.) with $5 million in CIDA 
assistance. Also in Sulawesi, CIDA is provid- 
ing $19.1 million in support of the government’s 
provincial development program. 


The development of managerial, scientific and 
technical skills among Indonesians is critical 
to continuing the country’s progress. Canada 
is helping to strengthen Indonesia’s institu- 
tions and develop its human resources with a 
$13.5 million contribution to the 
government’s new General Training Pro- 
gram, which will focus on various scientific 
and technological fields. Assistance is also 
being provided to universities in Eastern In- 
donesia — $22.1 million; and the Universitas 


~Terbukka (linked with the Open Learning 


Agency of British Columbia) — $3.1 million. 


Newly approved projects include an effort to 
increase agricultural production in the 
Dolago and Torue areas, a technical coopera- 
tion fund to develop and implement water 
projects, management training programs for 
participants from Indonesian NGOs, and post- 
graduate training in water resources manage- 
ment for professionals from the Ministry of 
Public Works. 


One of the poorest countries in the world, 
Nepal is a landlocked country with rugged 
terrain and undeveloped infrastructure. With 
an economy dominated by subsistence 
agriculture, it has few natural resources and 
limited skilled personnel. A growing need for 
food and fuel has led to severe environmental 
problems. Nevertheless, as a result of the 
implementation of a structural adjustment 
program, many development indicators look 
promising. 


CIDA’s program (S8 million) stresses poverty 
alleviation through integrated rural develop- 


ment, health extens.on systems and promo- 
tion of food security; development of energy 
resources through support to energy policy 
planning; and support of Nepal’s civil aviation 
transportation strategy. 


Canada continues to assist Nepalese efforts to 
increase the mid-western region’s capacity for 
self-sustaining economic, environmental and 
social development, through the Karnali- 
Bheri integrated rural development project. 
The $19.7 million second phase of the project 
focuses on the funding of small-scale agricul- 
ture, livestock, forestry, soil conservation, in- 
frastructure projects, and technical assistance 
and training. 


Improved rural health care, through the en- 
hancement of institutional capabilities and 
the design of health-care delivery systems for 
communities in the mid-western region, is the 
aim of a new project being implemented by 
the University of Calgary. CIDA is contribut- 
ing $4.6 million. 


CIDA is helping Nepal establish policies for 
the development of water and energy resour- 
ces to alleviate energy shortages and improve 
agricultural productivity. Under the project’s 
current phase ($14 million), institutional sup- 
port is being provided to the Water and Ener- 
gy Commission Secretariat (WECS). 


To reduce regional economic disparity Nepal 
is strengthening its domestic air services. 
CIDA supported this objective with the estab- 
lishment of a maintenance base in Kathman- 
du, the overhaul of seven Twin Otter aircraft, 
and provision of technical assistance and 
training. A newly approved $4.3 million 
project will establish a fully equipped 
decentralized maintenance base in the mid- 
western region at Nepalgunj. 


Planned projects include the provision of fer- 
tilizer and fungicide to increase agricultural 
yields and provide balance-of-payments sup- 
port, the further strengthening of WECS; a 
facility for institutional partnerships and human 
resource development; a management develop- 


ment and professional training fund; and the 
installation of a security system at the new 
Tribhuvan International Airport at Kathmandu. 


Pakistan has achieved remarkable economic 
growth in recent years, but has serious problems 
in the social sector and a population that is 
expected to double to more than 200 million 
within 24 years. Current economic growth 
may not be sustainable, due to an extremely 
heavy reliance on deficit financing to achieve 
these rates of growth. Thousands of Afghan 
refugees in the country are also putting great 
pressure on Pakistan’s scarce resources. 


CIDA’s program ($46.4 million, including 
$13.8 million in food aid for Afghan refugees) 
aims to ease constraints on industrial and 
agricultural production by helping develop in- 
digenous energy resources. Food security is 
also a priority, with projects targetted to in- 
crease agricultural production and rural in- 
comes. Health and education projects for 
low-income groups are directed at enhancing 
social development. 
) 

In the energy sector, CIDA is in the second 
phase of a $39.8 million project to help expand 
oil and gas exploration, development and 
production. CIDA’s involvement with the Tar- 
bela Dam, the world’s largest earth-filled dam, 
is continuing with two loans totalling $38.4 
million to increase the dam’s generating 
capacity. Technical assistance and training 
($13.3 million) is being provided to the Water 
and Power Development Authority and 
proceeds from the sale of $10.1 million worth 
of Canadian aluminum are being used to ex- 
tend electric power to rural areas of Baluchis- 
tan. 


In natural resources, CIDA has contracted the 
International Union for Conservation of Na- 
ture and Natural Resources to help Pakistan 
establish a National Conservation Strategy 
($1.1 million). In the Scarp Mardan water con- 
trol project ($30 million), the installation of 
sub-surface drainage by Canada has been 
completed and only CIDA funding of some 
civil works, through the World Bank, remains 
to be done. A successful project in agricultural 
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research and development in the Barani area 
has been extended until 1990 to allow for fur- 
ther training ($17.2 million). 


In the social sector, CIDA is contributing 
$19.5 million for the establishment of a 
counterpart fund to support selected social 
projects of the government’s Annual Develop- 
ment Plan and provide technical support to 
NGOs. Other new projects involve the train- 
ing of Pakistani nurses ($4.3 million) by the 
McMaster University School of Nursing; the 
creation of employment for Afghan refugees 
(S3 million); and establishment of a South 
Asia Partnership office in Pakistan to en- 
courage linkages between Pakistani and 
Canadian NGOs for work on community 
projects ($1.9 million). 


Anewly approved project to be co-financed by 
the World Bank and the European Economic 
Community will strengthen Pakistan’s 
management of primary education. CIDA’s 
$21.8 million contribution will provide paper 
for textbooks and help produce mass media 
programs to encourage parents in villages to 
send their children, especially girls, to school. 


The Philippines has enjoyed positive growth 
since 1986 and the country is well endowed 
with natural resources, a large, young and 
highly-skilled population, and soils suitable 
for a wide range of crops. However, a 
troublesome external debt, sluggish perfor- 
mance in agriculture, widespread poverty, 
and unemployment are symptomatic of the 
country’s unfulfilled economic potential. 


In 1986 Canada pledged $100 million in develop- 
ment assistance to the Philippines, supporting 
the Aquino government’s commitment to 
economic and social reform. The program 
focuses on support for structural adjustment 
over the short term, and longer-term measures 
to alleviate poverty and social ills, especially 
in the rural areas. The development of human 
resources through health, education and com- 
munity assistance projects, and the strengthen- 
ing of institutions are also priorities. 
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From 1986 to 1988 Canada helped to ease 
some of the Philippines’ balance-of-payments 
difficulties by supplying $10 million in potash 
fertilizer. Under a new agreement, Canada is 
providing further support through a $30.3 mil- 
lion contribution to supply Canadian com- 
modities, including paper and fertilizer, 
through 1991. 


In the social sector, over 30 projects with 
80,000 direct and indirect beneficiaries have 
been funded through the Negros Rehabilita- 
tion and Development Fund. The $11.1 mil- 
lion Fund is designed to diversify agriculture 
away from sugar into other crops and to pro- 
vide employment alternatives for displaced 
rural poor. 


The $4.9 million Philippines Development As- 
sistance Program is continuing to facilitate the 
development of Canadian-Filipino partner- 
ships between NGOs involved in community 
development. Under a new $5 million project 
begun in 1987, the Canadian Cooperative As- 
sociation is helping strengthen the private 
cooperative movement in the Philippines. The 
project will support linkages between 
Canadian and Filipino non-governmental in- 
stitutions over five years. 


Assistance to the Philippines Immunization 
Program continued ($5 million); the program 
is part of the United Nations program of 
Universal Child Immunization, and provides 
vaccine against five childhood diseases. 


Institutional strengthening is also being ad- 
dressed through the development of projects 
favoring the establishment of linkages be 
tween Canadian and Philippine organizations. 


CIDA’s program in Sri Lanka ($35.2 million, 
including $10 million in food aid) focuses on 
agriculture and rural development, the 
promotion of training and development of 
skills benefitting the rural poor, and the in- 
tegration of women into the country’s 
development. While civil strife temporarily 
suspended some projects, Canada pledged to 
participate in the reconstruction effort follow- 
ing Sri Lanka’s 1986 peace accord with India. 


In 1987-88, $10 million of food aid in the form 
of wheat was supplied to assist with the reset- 
tlement of refugees. 


Approval for a fourth phase of the vast 
Mahaweli land development and settlement 
project was reaffirmed following suspension 
of the project since 1984. Financing of $55 
million will cover social infrastructure, equip- 
ment, training, environmental enhancement 
and technical assistance. 


Anew $3.4 million project benefitting women 
and youth got under way in 1987 with the 
establishment of an agricultural training 
centre and community development program 
in the Mahaweli region. 


Other projects that continued in 1987-88 in- 
cluded the development and extension of 
standard beekeeping practices in an effort to 
increase honey production ($1.8 million) and 
the promotion by Plenty Canada of soya and 
soya products to increase the availability of 
protein to the poor ($1 million). 


In the social sector, a Sri Lanka/Canada 
Development Fund was established with a 
$4.1 million contribution to South Asia 
Partnership, which helps NGOs with project 
development and management. CIDA invol- 
vement in Sri Lanka’s urban social develop- 
ment program continued with a $4.7 million 
contribution to UNICEF for rehabilitating 
slum housing and providing social services. 
Another UNICEF project receiving CIDA 
support ($4.8 million) is improving health-re- 
lated services for settlers in the Mahaweli 
area. Further assistance to Sri Lanka’s rural 
population was provided through a $3 million 
contribution to the Sarvodaya Movement, an 
NGO which operates throughout the country. 


Assistance to the Sri Lankan economy was 
provided between 1976 and 1987 in the form 
of a$7.4 million line of credit and a$2.6 million 
contribution for the purchase of agricultural 
equipment and supplies. A subsequent con- 
tribution of $40 million is funding further com- 
modity purchases until 1992. 


Thailand is continuing its transformation from 
a predominantly agriculture-based economy 
to one based on industries and services. With 
the acceleration of this economic restructur- 
ing, marked by an encouraging 30 per cent 
increase in Thailand’s merchandise exports 
in 1987, CIDA’s program ($27.2 million) is 
focusing increasingly on industrial develop- 
ment assistance in both urban and rural areas, 
as well as three other critical areas of 
economic restructuring: economic manage 
ment, human resource policy and planning, 
and rural development. 


Approximately $50 million worth of projects 
were developed during the year, many of them 
under the umbrella program announced by 
Minister Landry in March 1987 and called 
Enterprise Thailand. A newly approved $11.9 
million project will provide credit, extension 
and advisory services to small and medium 
enterprises in northeast Thailand. A recently 
developed $14.8 million project will en- 
courage corporate collaboration between the 
Thai and Canadian private sectors. 


Continuous involvement in natural resources 
includes a newly approved project ($1 million) 
to provide policy assistance to a Thai high- 
level inter-ministerial committee determining 
natural resources policy. 


Thailand’s rapid progress in industry has 
placed heavy demands on energy resources 
and CIDA has already provided $1 million in 
technical assistance to the National Economic 
and Social Development Board (NESDB) to 
fund analyses and recommendations on ener- 
gy strategy and investment. A $5 million fol- 
low-up project has been approved involving 
assistance to the National Energy Policy Com- 
mittee to develop a coordinated approach to 
energy management and planning. 


In the field of economic management, a new 
project ($5 million) will assist the NESDB, 
which is the secretariat to the Thai cabinet, in 
developing the next Five-Year Plan. An impor- 
tant initiative in human resource development 
is the $4.9 million project to assist the Khun 
Khaben Development Study Centre in en- 
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vironmental management. Finally, a number 
of rural development projects are continuing, 
including a fifth phase in CUSO’s efforts in 
northeast Thailand to improve the quality of 
life in villages along the Thai-Kampuchea bor- 
der ($2.4 million).Q

Multilateral 


GLOBAL PROBLEMS REQUIRE GLOBAL 
solutions. The spectre of a deteriorating en- 
vironment, 12 million refugees, the threat of 
AIDS, and over U.S. $1 trillion in Third World 
debt, has spurred the multilateral community 
to action. Its efforts to meet these challenges 
involve restructuring economies, a focus on 
human needs in an atmosphere of financial 
restraint, and improved coordination among 
all the elements in the development process. 


Third World governments, in partnership 
with the international financial institutions, 
including the International Monetary Fund, 
World Bank and regional development banks, 
are changing their domestic economic 
policies to provide a firmer base for long-term 
growth and effective debt management 
through the process of ‘structural 
adjustment’. To address the short-term social 
costs of this adjustment, the development 
community world-wide is working together at 
all program levels to provide for the needs of 
affected groups, including women, children 
and the poor. With respect to aid coordination, 
efforts are also being made within the United 
Nations system for increased cooperation to 
enhance its effectiveness; and World Bank 
Consultative Groups and UN Development 
Program Roundtables bring governments, 
donor countries and multilateral organiza- 
tions together for regular consultation on the 
developmental needs of developing countries. 


As a middle power with increasing influence, 
Canada uses its position as a mediator and con- 
sensus-builder in collective efforts for global 
solutions to these problems. More specifically, 
ODA funds are channeled through internation- 


Programs 


al financial institutions, UN agencies, the 
Commonwealth and La Francophonie, as well 
as to various research and humanitarian or- 
ganizations. Through the work of CIDA’s Mul- 
tilateral Programs Branch and the Canadian 
representatives on the governing bodies of 
these institutions, Canadian views are 
promoted in policy, program and budget 
decisions. In 1987-88, a Canadian presence in 
the multilateral development institutions 
helped further action on the environment, 
women in development (WID), policy reviews 
and organizational reform. Total Canadian 
multilateral disbursements in 1987-88 
amounted to $838 million, of which $352 mil 
lion from the Department of Finance went to 
the World Bank Group. 


International Financial 
Institutions 


In the global financial system, the multilateral 
development banks (MDBs), including the 
World Bank and the regional development 
banks, play an active intermediary role be 
tween the international capital markets and 
Third World countries. Their mutual goal is to 
strengthen the economies of developing na- 
tions so they may meet their financial needs 
increasingly from conventional sources of 
capital and less from development bank 
resources. At the centre of a debt crisis affect- 
ing both North and South, the multilateral 
development banks, along with the private 
banks, are focusing their efforts on the neces- 
sary transfer of billions of dollars to the Third 
World. 
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As lending institutions, the multilateral 
development banks are owned by regional 
and non-regional member governments 
which provide the capital resources. Lending 
rates and conditions vary from ‘hard-window 
(non-concessional) terms of repayment over 
20 years with limited grace periods, and near 
market interest rates, to ‘soft-window’ (con- 
cessional) terms of repayment over 50 years 
with only a small annual service fee. In 1987- 
88, multilateral development bank lending 
totalled U.S. $26 billion, of which about 25 per 
cent consisted of highly concessional loans to 
the poorest countries. 


Canadian influence in the international finan- 
cial institutions varies according to Canada’s 
level of subscribed capital, contributions and 
consequent vote share. In the context of a 
growing partnership, the Canadian role is to 
advocate adequate and equitable levels of 
financial contributions by and among mem- 
ber-countries, especially donors; to support 
the MDBs in their work and to offer construc- 
tive criticism when needed; to ensure the ef- 
fective management of the MDBs; and to 
foster policies consistent with the develop- 
ment and humanitarian principles of 
Canadian aid policy and broader foreign 
policy interests. 


Those development principles of Canadian 
aid policy were further articulated in the new 
Strategy launched in 1988. The Strategy’s 
focus on the environment, women in develop- 
ment, helping the poorest of the poor, and 
assisting in structural adjustment, provides a 
continuing framework for Canada’s partner- 
ship with the international financial institu- 
tions. Canada contributed a total of $437.1 
million to the MDBs in 1987-88. 


World Bank Group 


The World Bank Group, consisting of the In- 
ternational Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development (IBRD), the International 
Development Association (IDA), and the In- 
ternational Financial Corporation (IFC), is the 
largest development assistance organization 
in the world. Its objective is to help raise stand- 
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ards of living in developing countries by chan- 
neling financial resources from developed 
countries to the Third World. 


In the past year, the Bank continued implement- 
ing structural adjustment programs, but with a 
focus on coordinating its efforts in sub-Saharan 
Africa with both multilateral and bilateral 
partners. In December, 1987, a partnership was 
formed between the Bank, the major financial 
institutions working in Africa, and the major 
bilateral donor countries. The donor com- 
munity, including Canada, committed itself to a 
total sum of U.S. $6.7 billion to co-finance struc- 
tural adjustment activities in the debt-distres- 
sed countries of sub-Saharan Africa. 


In 1988, the Executive Directors approved the 
Bank’s latest and largest General Capital In- 
crease, valued at U.S. $74.8 billion. Total lend- 
ing (IBRD and IDA) in fiscal year 1988 
amounted to U.S. $19.2 billion, of which 23 per 
cent was concessional (IDA). 


Asian Development Bank 


Headquartered in Manila, the Philippines, the 
Asian Development Bank (AsDB) was estab- 
lished in 1966 and acts as a major catalyst in 
promoting the development of the most 
populous and fastest growing region in the 
world today. Total lending in calendar year 
1987 amounted to U.S. $2.4 billion, of which 
39 per cent was concessional. 


In 1988, the Bank launched a study on its 
appropriate role for the 1990s. The study will 
examine a broad spectrum of issues of inter- 
est to Canada, including women in develop- 
ment, environment, policy-based lending, 
coordination and poverty alleviation. The 
study’s conclusions, due in early 1989, are ex- 
pected to provide the basis for decision-making 
on lending policies, a suitable level of General 
Capital Increase, and staffing changes. 


African Development Bank Group 


Since its establishment in 1963, the African 
Development Bank (AfDB) has become an 
important symbol of African development and 


the premier pan-African financial institution. 
Comprising the African Development Bank, 
the African Development Fund and the 
Nigeria Trust Fund, the Bank Group con- 
tinues to fulfill its mandate for the social and 
economic development of a continent whose 
growth rate in 1987-88 was the lowest among 
developing country regions. 


Highlights of the year included the formation 
of both a strategy and a unit in the Bank for 
the integration of women in development; the 
launching of a study by a group of eminent 
experts on the Bank’s role toward the year 
2000; and a 50 per cent increase in the resour- 
ces of the Fund. Playing a significant part in 
the success of this fifth replenishment, 
Canada increased its share by about one per 
cent and encouraged other donors to aug- 
ment theirs. And as the Bank shifted more 
towards adjustment lending, Canada also en- 
couraged the Bank towards ‘progressive’ invol- 
vement in non-project loans in coordination with 
the World Bank. Total lending in calendar year 
1987 totalled U.S. $2.1 billion, of which 35.9 per 
cent was concessional. 


Inter-American Development Bank 


The Inter-American Development Bank, 
which began operations in 1960, is the largest 
regional development bank. It covers South 
and Central America and the Caribbean. In 
1987, the Bank’s lending provided support for 
the region’s energy and transport infrastruc- 
tures and for the development of its agricul- 
tural sector. The Bank also continued to 
emphasize Latin America’s social sectors, par- 
ticularly the environment and public health, 
access to clean water and improved municipal 
works and services in the region. 


Through its seat on the Board of Executive 
Directors, Canada plays an active role in the 
management of the Bank lending program. In 
1988, Canada encouraged the Bank to finalize 
negotiations for a Seventh General Resource 
Increase (GRIJ), along with extensive internal 
reform, to facilitate a resumption of its role as 
the leading development institution in the 


Latin American region. Total lending in 1987 
amounted to U.S. $2.4 billion, of which 14.7 
per cent was concessional. 


Caribbean Development Bank 


Established in 1969, the Caribbean Develop- 
ment Bank (CDB) is the smallest regional 
development bank, but is a major force in the 
development and regional integration of the 
Commonwealth Caribbean. Continuing to em- 
phasize lending to the least well-off countries in 
the region, in 1987 loans totalling U.S. $41 
million were approved, 70 per cent of which 
were ‘soft’ loans carrying low interest rates. 
Also, in 1987, the Board of Directors formally 
adopted new financial policy guide-lines and, 
in association with other international lending 
agencies, undertook lending in support of 
structural adjustment policy reform in the 
economies of developing member countries. 


International Fund for Agricultural 
Development 


The International Fund for Agricultural 
Development (IFAD) was established in 1977 
following the World Food Conference. A spe- 
cialized agency ofthe UN, itis the only develop- 
ment agency which focuses exclusively on the 
rural poor — small farmers, fishermen, herders 
and landless laborers — with a view to increas- 
ing food production, decreasing rural poverty 
and improving nutritional levels. 


IFAD is also unique in its structure and ad- 
ministration. It is the only multilateral institu- 
tion in which industrialized OECD 
(Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development) and OPEC (Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) countries 
are both significant contributors. Respon- 
sibility for decision-making is vested equally 
in the three categories of members — OECD, 
OPEC and developing member-countries; 
and with limited funds and staff, IFAD relies 
on the skills and resources of other organiza- 
tions to implement and monitor its projects. In 
calendar year 1987, total lending amounted to 
U.S. $237 million, all of which was on conces- 
sional terms.

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Multilateral Technical 
Cooperation 


Technical cooperation increases the human 
resource capacity of a developing country 
through the increase in knowledge, intellec- 
tual ability and technical capability of its 
people. So crucial is human resource develop- 
ment to the Third World, that Canada’s new 
aid Strategy affirmed it as one of the primary 
principles of Canadian aid policy. Given this 
focus, Canada continues to be an active sup- 
porter of the major grant-funded multilateral 
technical cooperation institutions such as the 
United Nations Development Program 
(UNDP), the United Nations Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF) and the United Nations Fund for 
Population Activities (UNFPA), as well as 
Commonwealth and Francophone organiza- 
tions and agricultural research centres. 


Through this support, Canada participates in 
global efforts to promote self-reliance in the 
Third World in areas such as health, popula- 
tion, agricultural research and other develop- 
ment issues. In 1987-88, Canada contributed a 
total of $162.7 million to these organizations, 
and continued to stress the promotion of 
women in development strategies in the 
UNDP, UNICEF and the UNFPA. 


General Funds 


UNDP 

The United Nations Development Program is 
the central fund for United Nations technical 
cooperation activities. With contributions 
from member-governments, UNDP finances 
projects which are implemented mostly by 
UN Specialized Agencies such as the Food 
and Agriculture Organization (FAO) or the 
World Health Organization (WHO). UNDP’s 
aim is to help developing countries achieve 
self-reliance and sustain economic growth 
through communities, institutions and human 
resource development. A flexible program 
responding to the needs of developing 
countries, UNDP encourages cooperation 
within the Third World and contributes ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of its resources to the 
low-income countries. 


In 1987, voluntary contributions from mem- 
ber-governments reached U.S. $1.1 billion. A 
highlight of the year was UNDP’s focus on 
assisting developing countries to create a bet- 
ter climate for private enterprise, notably 
through the establishment of policies and 
practices favorable to business growth. 
UNDP’s focus on women was maintained in 
1987, while the environment became a more 
important theme. 


In 1987-88, CIDA contributed $68.7 million to 
the core program of the UNDP, making 
Canada the ninth-largest donor. Canada also 
made specific financial contributions to ac- 
tivities which reflected Canadian develop- 
ment priorities. For example, CIDA 
contributed $640,000 in 1987-88 for an initia- 
tive known as PROWWESS, or the Promotion 
of the Role of Women in Water and Environ- 
mental Sanitation Services. Through PROW- 
WESS, UNDP is working to further the 
involvement of women in water and sanitation 
activities: demonstration projects in Africa 
and Asia train women participants to identify 
needs, to plan their water system improve- 
ments, to master technical skills, and to in- 
itiate income-generating activities. So far, 
activities have been set up in more than 250 
communities and almost 125 water systems 
have been installed. 


ITC 


The International Trade Centre — based in Geneva — 
was established in 1964 to help developing countries 
expand their exports. The ITC is co-sponsored by the 
UN — acting through the UN Conference on Trade and 
Development (UNCTAD) and the General Agreement on 
Trades and Tariffs (GATT) — and is the focal point for 
all UN assistance in trade promotion. The ITC provides 


a variety of services, including market development for 
export products and assistance in preparing 
development export strategies. Given the context of the 
Uruguay Round of Multilateral Trade Negotiations and 
the importance of export trade to economic growth in the 
Third World, Canada contributed $1.2 million in 
1987-88 to the ITC. Canada is the fourth-largest donor. 


UNIFEM 

As one of the six associated programs of the 
UNDP, the United Nations Development 
Fund for Women (UNIFEM) promotes the 
involvement of women in development ac- 
tivities. Its programs and projects benefit par- 
ticularly rural women and poor women in 
urban areas. Canada contributed $1.1 million 
to UNIFEM’s core program in 1987-88. In 
addition, in the context of Canada’s Africa 
2000 initiative, CIDA is contributing $2 million 
over three years for the financing of WAFT — 
Women and Food Cycle Technologies project. 
Its aim is to promote the development and use 
of appropriate technologies in food produc- 
tion. The project disseminates information to 
African women on the availability of improved 
technologies in such areas as oil extraction, 
cereal, fish, and rootcrop production. 


UNICEF 

The United Nations Children’s Fund is the 
main UN channel for the delivery of 
grassroots development programs to the 
most vulnerable group in developing 
countries — mothers and children. The pro- 
gram focuses on providing basic services in 
health, nutrition, water supply, education and 
other social services with emphasis on com- 
munity involvement, development of local in- 
stitutions and use of appropriate technology. 
UNICEF gives its full support to the World 
Health Organization’s objective of ‘universal 
immunization by 1990’ which, if achieved, 
would save as many as five million children a 
year from death caused by preventable dis- 
eases. UNICEF has also encouraged the ap- 
plication of the ‘self-health’ principle in many 
developing countries: a low-cost method in- 
volving oral rehydration therapy, immuniza- 
tion, breast-feeding and growth-checking 
which has had a significant impact on the 
health of children and the reduction of mor- 
tality rates in the Third World. 


In 1987-88, UNICEF continued still further in 
its mandate as an advocate for the disad- 
vantaged. UNICEF’s work on ‘adjustment 
with a human face’ has led to ‘Debt Relief for 
Child Survival’ — a proposal to convert part 
of developing countries’ foreign debt into na- 
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tional funds which can be used for Child Sur- 
vival Development programs by the debtor 
governments and UNICEF In the hope that 
this proposal would contribute to a more 
humane approach to adjustment, UNICEF has 
been exploring the idea with certain govern- 
ments and commercial banks. Canada’s total 
contribution to UNICEF general resources was 
$15.5 million in 1987-88. Canada ranks sixth- 
largest among government donors, while 
private Canadian donations through UNICEF- 
Canada make Canadians the world’s largest 
donors to UNICEF’s programs. 


Health and Population 


UNFPA 

The United Nations Fund for Population Ac- 
tivities is the largest internationally funded 
source of assistance to population programs 
in developing countries. In 1987, its priority 
program areas covered a range of population 
activities: communication and education; 
basic demographic data collection; the use of 
population data and research for policy for- 
mulation and development planning; as well 
as integrated maternal and child health care, 
with assistance in birth-spacing. 


Together with some other donors, Canada 
has encouraged UNFPA to shift its resources 
to concentrate more on the population problems 
of the African continent. In particular, Canada is 
contributing towards census activities in 
Africa. As a tool for national development plan- 
ning, census-taking remains a high priority. 
Between 1985 and 1994, 25 African countries 
will undertake the task — involving every- 
thing from mapping and questionnaire for- 
mulation, to many years of data verification 
and analysis. To this end, Canada is contribut- 
ing $900,000 towards these activities in Zaire, 
Mali, Lesotho and Niger. As the sixth-largest 
donor to UNFPA, Canada made acore contribu- 
tion of $12.2 million. 


Global Program on AIDS 

The World Health Organization (WHO), in its 
mandate to further international cooperation 
to improve health conditions, is the global 
coordinator in the fight against the AIDS pan- 
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UNDP AND UNICEF JPO Programs 


CIDA provides financial support for Canadians as Junior 
Professional Officers (JPOs) in both the UNDP and 
UNICEF. Mutual benefit is the principle which underlies 
these programs. Young men and women interested in a 
career in international development are provided an 


opportunity to gain valuable field experience in 
development activities — especially those relating to 
technical assistance — while at the same time providing 
their professional services to the respective UN 
organization and, in turn, to developing countries. In 
1987-88, CIDA contributed $1.5 million to the program. 


demic. WHO’s Global Program on AIDS will 
aim at reducing the transmission of the virus 
by strengthening national AIDS programs in the 
developing countries, by providing leadership 
and by promoting international collaboration. 
Canada was one of the first donors to announce 
a contribution to the WHO program, and 
contributed a total of $10 million in 1987-88. 


OCP AND TDR 

The Onchocerciasis (river blindness) Control 
Program (OCP), begun in 1974 by three UN 
agencies and the World Bank, is a successful 
effort to improve and preserve the health of 
millions of poor people in West Africa afflicted 
by blindness-causing parasites carried by 
black flies. Nearly 90 per cent of the original 
project area is now free from retransmission 
of the disease. In addition, the resettlement of 
areas abandoned to the black flies will vastly 
increase the amount of habitable arable land 
in the participating countries. Canada, which 
has played an active role in this program from 
the beginning, contributed $1.8 million in 
1987-88 as the fifth-largest donor. The Tropi- 
cal Disease Research Program (TDR), estab- 
lished by the World Health Organization, 
the UNDP and the World Bank, carries out 
research and training for the development of 
new and improved tools for the control of six 
major tropical diseases. It also helps increase 
the self-sufficiency of affected countries in 
fighting these diseases through the strengthen- 
ing of national institutions. In 1987-88, ranking 
ninth among donors, Canada contributed $2 
million. 


Renewable Natural Resources 


CGIAR 

The Consultative Group on International 
Agricultural Research is an informal network 
of government, regional and international or- 
ganizations which supports 13 independent 
agricultural research centres and their 
programs throughout the world. The centres 
concentrate on those farming and livestock 
systems that yield three-quarters of the 
developing countries’ food supply, and were 
largely responsible for the dramatic increases 
in world wheat and rice production in the 
1970s known as the Green Revolution. In 
1987, CIDA launched a scholarship program 
to enable Canadian PhD students to under- 
take thesis research at an international 
agricultural research centre. Five scholar- 
ships will be offered per year, each at $25,000 
and renewable for a second year. CIDA is also 
supporting one of the centres — the Interna- 
tional Institute of Tropical Agriculture (IITA) 
— in an Africa-wide Biological Control Pro- 
gram. To combat cassava mealybugs and 
green spidermites, which are causing cassava 
losses of 30 to 80 per cent in 30 African 
countries, CGIAR-IITA is searching for their 
natural enemies in South America, and then 
mass-producing and distributing them in 
Africa where needed. CIDA’s contribution to 
this effort amounted to $650,000 in 1987-88. 


Canadian contributions to CGIAR totalled ap- 
proximately $15.6 million in 1987-88, placing 
Canada third among national donors. Canada 
also contributed $1 million to the Internation- 
al Council for Research in Agro-forestry 
(ICRAF), and $200,000 to the International 
Board for Soil Research and Management 
(IBSRAM). Canada’s support for both ICRAF 
and IBSRAM is based on the importance of 
agro-forestry and soil management to both 
the environment and sustained agricultural 
growth. 


Commonwealth and Francophone 
Programs 


In 1988, Canada played host to two major 
summits: the Commonwealth Heads of 


Government Meeting in Vancouver in Oc- 
tober, and the Francophone summit in 
Quebec City in September of the same year. 
In terms of technical cooperation within these 
‘families of nations’, a number of initiatives 
were forthcoming from both summits. 


Commonwealth Programs 

A Canadian-sponsored initiative at the Com- 
monwealth Heads of Government meeting 
led to the establishment of the Common- 
wealth of Learning in Vancouver. A separate 
multilateral agency and the first Common- 
wealth organization based outside Britain, the 
Commonwealth of Learning will facilitate the 
sharing of expertise and resources by linking 
distance-education institutions throughout 
the Commonwealth. A significant feature of 
the new organization is that its funding invol- 
ves greater cash contributions from develop- 
ing country donors than developed countries. 
Canada announced a pledge of up to $12 mil- 
lion over 5 years: $5 million of which will come 
from CIDA; approximately $5 million will 
come from the British Columbia provincial 
government; and the remainder from the 
federal Department of Communications. 


Other initiatives included a CIDA and Com- 
monwealth Secretariat co-financed trade ex- 
hibition for small states, which was 
considered to be highly successful; the estab- 
lishment of the Nassau Fellowships for vic- 
tims of apartheid, to which Canada will 
contribute $500,000 per year; the creation ofa 
Small States Facility in New York which will 
allow nine small states to share a diplomatic 
mission (CIDA will contribute $500,000 in the 
first year); and the creation of a Special Com- 
monwealth Fund for Mozambique (SCFM) to 
which CIDA will contribute $1 million over 
three years from bilateral sources. 


In addition, Canada provided $18.5 million in 
1987-88 to the Commonwealth Fund for Tech- 
nical Cooperation (CFTC), the primary multi- 
lateral mechanism for technical cooperation 
between Commonwealth countries. Canada 
was the largest donor in the Fund. 
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Francophone Programs 

At the Francophone summit, Canada an- 
nounced $17.9 million worth of new initiatives 
in three main sectors — agriculture, energy, 
and communications. Examples of specific 
projects in these sectors include the develop- 
ment of a regional centre of excellence for 
agricultural economics in Cote d’Ivoire 
(CIRES); seminars on the management and 
conservation of energy; the provision of 
material and technical assistance to help Fran- 
cophone developing countries produce 
quality television material, some of it to be 
broadcast on the new TV5 Francophone net- 
work; an apartheid victim scholarship fund; 
and two $1 million funds for the reconstruc- 
tion of Lebanon and Chad. In all these 
projects, training and education constitute a 
key component. Of the $17.9 million in ODA 
funds, $5 million was allocated to CIRES as a 
bilateral project, $1 million was directly 
provided and managed by CIDA, and the 
remaining $11.9 million was obtained and is 
administered by the Department of External 
Affairs. 


To the Programme spécial de développement 
(PSD) of the Agence de coopération culturelle 
et technique (ACCT), which meets the tech- 
nical cooperation needs of Francophone 
developing countries, Canada contributed 
$1.6 million in 1987-88, remaining the largest 
donor. Canada also participates in the Con- 
ference of Education Ministers (CON- 
FEMEN), which assists developing countries 
to design and produce appropriate education- 
al materials, with the aim of achieving self-suf- 
ficiency in education. Canada is also the 
largest donor to the Conference of Youth and 
Sports Ministers (CONFEJES), which 
promotes regional cooperation in youth and 
sport programs. In addition, CIDA supports a 
CONFEJES scholarship program which aims 
to strengthen a number of regional training 
institutions in West Africa, and to train 
selected managers and trainers in Canada. 
Canada’s contributions to these organizations 
and the PSD brings total Canadian contribu- 
tions to La Francophonie for 1987-88 to ap- 
proximately $3 million. 
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International Humanitarian 
Assistance 


Mass refugee movements and natural dis- 
asters can either hamper or halt the entire 
development process: in both cases, local 
economies are drained of much-needed 
resources. The Canadian response to such 
events is formulated by the International 
Humanitarian Assistance (IHA) division, in 
consultation with other branches of the 
Canadian government. The IHA program 
responds to international appeals to alleviate 
the suffering of victims of natural and human- 
made disasters, supports institutions foster- 
ing effective and efficient delivery of 
humanitarian assistance, and promotes dis- 
aster-preparedness activities in these institu- 
tions. A further aim is to help the affected 
populations in their efforts to return to self- 
sufficiency and conditions conducive to fur- 
ther development. 


The new Strategy provides a similar 
framework for Canada’s continuing partner- 
ship with the IHA organizations, but extends 
it further — towards increased support for 
self-sufficiency, greater attention to the needs 
of vulnerable groups, more focus on the en- 
vironmental effects of large influxes of 
refugees, and the development of a contact 
program with NGOs and other Canadian sup- 
pliers to inform them of existing response 
capabilities. Total IHA contributions in 1987- 
88 amounted to $63.6 million. Of this total, 
$16.1 million were regular program funds; 
$16.9 million for ongoing relief; $28.6 million 
in direct response to emergency appeals, and 
$2 million for disaster-preparedness and other 
related activities. 


Refugees 

Two basic needs of refugees are international 
protection and a durable solution to their 
predicament. Established in 1951, the United 
Nations High Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) provides for these needs all over 
the world. Its largest program, estimated at 
U.S. $96 million a year, assists the Afghan 
refugees in Iran, Pakistan and along the Pakis- 
tani-Afghan frontier. After the provision of 


emergency relief, UNHCR quickly shifted to 
income-generating projects. Numbering ap- 
proximately 50, these projects vary from the 
building of new roads to inaccessible areas, 
quilt-making and handicrafts marketing, to 
reforestation in the North-Western Frontier 
Province. These projects serve many pur- 
poses: benefiting the local economy, sustain- 
ing the well-being of the refugees through 
self-sufficiency, and providing a durable solu- 
tion in local integration. According to 
UNHCR, income-generation projects also 
contribute positively to the refugees’ will to 
return to their country of origin Gf only be 
cause working and earning some means of 
subsistence helps to keep the spirits high), 
which is the ultimate durable solution. Recent- 
ly, more than 30,000 Afghans have returned to 
their homeland. To support these returnees, 
UNHCRis contributing U.S. $225 million over 
three years in a Voluntary Repatriation Pro- 
gram. In 1987-88, Canada contributed $6.2 
million in core funding to UNHCR. Of the $8.3 
million for ongoing relief contributed by CIDA 
to UNHCR, $5 million went to the Afghan 
refugees. A further $2.2 million went to 
UNHCR for the needs of Mozambican 
refugees in Zimbabwe, southern Africa and 
Tanzania. 


Various aid organizations provide relief for the 
most serious refugee problem in Africa. Con- 
flicts in Mozambique have sent hundreds of 
thousands to seek refuge in neighboring 
countries. In Malawi alone, there are an es- 
timated 700,000 in need of emergency relief. 
To discover the nutritional status of the most 
vulnerable groups involved, UNICEF Malawi 
has set up local food and nutrition information 
systems. World Vision Canada is supplying 
blankets on an emergency basis to victims of 
refugee camp fires. And the World Council of 
Churches is providing supplementary 
foodstuffs and plastic sheeting for use in 
building temporary shelters. CIDA con- 
tributed a total of $579,000 in 1987-88 to these 
organizations for the Malawi relief effort. 


The plight of over two million Palestinian 
refugees — in Jordan, Lebanon, Syria and the

Gaza — is the concern of the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency for Palestinian 
Refugees (UNRWA). UNRWA’s mandate is to 
provide relief, health services, education and 
training. At the request of the refugees them- 
selves, who favor self-reliance, UNRWA has 
made education its main priority, accounting 
for approximately 70 per cent of its annual 
budget in 1987-88. Canada’s contributions to 
UNRWA have been significant: during 1987- 
88, a core contribution of $8.75 million, 
$250,000 in ongoing relief in the Occupied 
Territories, and $1 million in emergency 
funds for hospitals and commodities in the 
Middle East. To other organizations serving 
the Palestinian refugees, Canada contributed 
$450,000 in ongoing relief via the Canadian 
Council of Churches, and $200,000 in emer- 
gency funds to UNICEF for refugees in Syria. 


Further Canadian contributions to refugee-re- 
lated concerns included $1 million to the UN 
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Border Relief Operation (UNBRO), which as- 
sists 240,000 displaced Khmers who left Cam- 
bodia following the Vietnamese invasion in 
1979, and $75,000 to UNHCR’s anti-piracy pro- 
gram to help combat acts of piracy against 
Vietnamese refugees in the Gulf of Thailand. 
For Indo-Chinese refugees in Thailand, CIDA 
contributed $700,000 to the International 
Committee of the Red Cross. 


Emergency Relief 

In the area of disaster preparedness, CIDA 
supports the Pan-American Health 
Organization’s Emergency Preparedness 
Program (EPP). Recognized as one of the 
foremost disaster-preparedness programs in 
the world, the organization specializes in dis- 
aster-relief management and predisaster plan- 
ning. In 1987-88, PAHO provided assistance 
after an earthquake in Ecuador, a hurricane in 
the Dominican Republic, and assorted floods 
in Brazil and the Caribbean. Apart from this 
direct assistance, PAHO also produced educa- 
tional material on the ‘Myths and Realities of 
Natural Disasters’ to increase public aware- 
ness of how to cope with such events. 
Canada’s total contribution to PAHO in 1987- 
88 amounted to $1.1 million. 


In other areas of emergency relief, CIDA 
responded to various international appeals for 
assistance. Severe flooding in Bangladesh 
necessitated the distribution of food, 
medicines, and clothing. To this end, CIDA 
contributed a total of $665,000 divided among 
various organizations involved in the relief 
effort, including World Vision Canada, 
Canadian Lutheran World Relief, the League 
of Red Crescent Societies, and the United 
Nations Disaster Relief Organization 
(UNDRO). For victims of the continuing con- 
flict in Lebanon, namely the Palestinian 
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refugees, CIDA contributed a total of $4.5 
million divided among the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross (ICRC), UNICEF, and 
UNDRO for their emergency relief programs. 


CIDA’s IHA program also supports various 
Canadian NGOs involved in activities to pro- 
vide effective emergency relief. In 1987-88, 
the Canadian Council of Churches, World 
Vision, Oxfam Canada, the Canadian Catholic 
Organization for Development and Peace, and 
Canadian Lutheran World Relief, to name a 
few, were particularly active in providing 
famine relief in Ethiopia. CIDA’s total con- 
tribution towards relieving the Ethiopian 
crisis amounted to approximately $10.4 mil 
lion, of which $4.9 million was allotted 
through Canadian NGOs. 


By far the oldest humanitarian organization to 
which CIDA contributes is the International 
Committee of the Red Cross. Unlike the Na- 
tional Red Cross societies in any country, 
which act as auxiliaries to government in the 
event of war, or the League of Red Cross and 
Red Crescent Societies, which coordinates 
the National Societies the world over, the 
ICRC has a unique mandate to give legal 
protection and material assistance to both 
military and civilian victims of war. A private 
institution, the ICRC has the right — granted 
by the international community through the 
Geneva Conventions— to visit prisoners of 
war and civilian internees during internation- 
al armed conflicts, and to propose its services 
for other humanitarian tasks in both interna- 
tional and non-international armed conflicts. 
In 1987-88, ICRC was active in both Central 
America and the Middle East. Canada con- 
tributed a total of approximately $12 million to 
ICRC in 1987-88.)

Food Aid 


FOOD AID HAS BEEN A MAJOR 
component of Canadian aid to developing 
countries for more than 30 years. Consisting 
primarily of Canadian food commodities, food 
aid is supported as necessary by cash grants 
for transportation and monitoring. It is 
provided both for emergency needs, and asa 
development resource for low-income, food- 
deficit countries. Commodities, including 
mostly cereals, vegetable oil, pulses, skim 
milk powder and fish, are bought from the 
Canadian Wheat Board, the Canadian Dairy 
Commission, and other suppliers in agricul- 
ture and fishing industries. Farmers also con- 
tribute voluntarily through the Canadian 
Foodgrains Bank.

With the new Strategy, food aid will become 
an even more effective tool for development, 
serving to help a recipient country reform its 


agricultural policy, to encourage local produc- 
tion, and to facilitate long-term planning and 
recovery through multi-year contributions. 


Food aid is channeled through multilateral 
organizations, bilateral arrangements with 
specific countries and Canadian non- 
governmental organizations. In 1987-88, total 
food aid contributions, through all channels, 
amounted to $436.7 million. 


On the multilateral level, Canada is the 
second-largest donor country to the United 
Nations World Food Program (WFP), con- 
tributing $151.6 million in 1987-88. The WFP 
also administers the International Emergency 
Food Reserve (IEFR), which serves as a 
vehicle for emergency food assistance. In 
1987-88, Canada contributed $18 million, and 
supplied 43,000 tonnes of food to many 
countries in Africa, Asia, the Middle East and 
Central America. 


Government-to-government food aid is sup- 
plied directly to a recipient government, often 
on the understanding that it can be sold on the 
local market to generate funds for agricultural 
development. These sale proceeds can be 
used, for example, to finance the construction 
of irrigation works, to encourage crop re- 
search or to provide farm credit. Government- 
to-government food aid also acts as 
balance-of-payments support, freeing up 
foreign exchange for imports of fertilizer and 
other agricultural inputs to further increase 
agricultural production. In 1987-88, CIDA’s 
total government-to-government food aid 
contributions amounted to $237 million. 
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CIDA also contributed a total of $21.1 million 
to help Canadian NGOs utilize food aid in their 
overseas activities. In a joint program with 
NGOs, CIDA pays for skim milk powder used 
in their feeding programs. In 1987-88, 18 
NGOs provided 5,464 tonnes of skim milk 
powder valued at $6 million to people in such 
countries as Ethiopia, Zaire, Ecuador, India, 
and the Philippines, to name a few. CIDA 
provided $16 million to supplement the funds 
donated by Canadian farmers to the Canadian 


Foodgrains Bank, aconsortium of NGOs which 
encourages Canadian agricultural producers to 
become directly involved in development by 
contributing a portion of their crops as food 
aid. In 1987-88, it spent $28.1 million in provid- 
ing 76,800 tonnes of grain and pulses to 10 
countries in Africa, Asia and Central America. 
Also in 1987-88, CIDA reimbursed transport 
costs for food aid shipments, totalling $.6 mil- 
lion, destined for specific ongoing NGO 
projects in various countries.Q

Development 
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Food for Work in Ghana 


In 1984, Ghana was plagued by drought, food shortages 
and civil strife. With a faltering economy, little 
infrastructure and a population debilitated by lack of food, 
there was little hope of recovery. Even worse, Ghana's 
railways — the only means by which bauxite, cocoa and 
lumber could be transported for export — were unusable. 
And what use were spare locomotive parts and new 
signalling equipment purchased with loans from the 
World Bank and African Development Bank, if the 
available personnel were unable to work for lack of food? 


Enter the World Food Program with a daily ration of food 
for workers and their families in key sectors of Ghana's 
export crops and transport systems. A daily ration 
consisted of bulgur wheat or rice, vegetable oil, canned 


fish and sugar for each day of work. 


And the results? 


Workers have reached almost all their work targets in 60 
to 70 per cent of the expected time. The whole track 
system is being restored with new crossties cut from 
home-grown timber. Old rails are being replaced with 
new, and the entire track is being relaid and realigned. 
Women can now transport chickens and vegetables to 
market, and bauxite, cocoa, and lumber can be 
transported to the ports for export, and precious foreign 
exchange for development. 


Food aid to Ghana — much of it Canadian — has not 
only improved the health of the population, but has 
helped revitalize the entire economy. 


Canada to India: Government-to-Government 
Food Aid 


After foodgrains, the second most important source of 
calories in the Indian diet is edible oil. At present, however, 
India has to import 1.2 million tonnes of oil per year to 
Satisfy its needs. This costs the Indian economy U.S. $1 
billion annually in foreign exchange. To help ease this 
burden on the economy, CIDA introduced a $66.7 million 
program through which the National Dairy Development 
Board (NDDB) in India received canola oil and technical 
assistance to increase oilseed production. 


Unrefined canola oil, purchased in western Canada, Is 
shipped to India where oilseed producer cooperatives 
refine, package and sell it. The NDDB deposits the 
proceeds from these sales into a counterpart fund used 
exclusively to organize farmers into new village 
cooperatives. These units are linked together to form an 
integrated oilseeds production, processing and marketing 
system. 


So far, the results have been impressive. In the early 
stages, Indian farmers increased their yields by as much 
as 30 per cent. Consumers benefitted from the consistent 
supply and fair, stable prices for this important dietary 
staple and production cooperatives guarantee the farmers 
employment and a daily wage. 


In 1988, a second and larger phase of the project was 
launched ($89 million over five years) which will continue 
the development of oilseed production across a broader 
geographic area.

Special Programs 


WHAT MAKES CANADIAN AID DIFF- 
erent? To a large extent, the answer is: Spe- 
cial Programs. 


Twenty years ago, Canada pioneered the bold 
idea of channeling government funds through 
private groups to support work on the other 
side of the world. In 1968 — the year after 
Canada’s Centennial and the first Miles for 
Millions walks — the Non-Governmental Or- 
ganizations (NGO) Program was launched. It 
matched the funds raised from the public by 
voluntary groups, enabling them to broaden 
their efforts to help people in developing 
countries. The NGO Program proved so suc- 
cessful that other countries have used it as a 
model for their own versions. 


Over the past two decades, CIDA has gone on 
to develop a whole range of other innovative 
programs designed to encourage all parts of 
Canadian society — from universities and 
unions to volunteer-sending groups and 
cooperatives — to become active partners in 
Canada’s effort, by working in such vital areas 
of development as human resources, institu- 
tion-building, public awareness, technology 
transfer, and management skills. This array of 
special programs has not only put more than 
$1.5 billion’ of CIDA funds to good use, but 
has helped countless Canadians to make their 
own unique contribution, and has encouraged 
a strong sense of partnership. Special 
programs are a very special ingredient in 
Canada’s development cooperation.

Special Programs Branch supports the initia- 
tives of Canadian non-profit organizations and 
institutions, as well as international NGOs, 
through the following programs: 


@ NGO Division, which supports the 
overseas development efforts of Canadian 
NGOs that raise funds and work with 
partner agencies in the Third World; 

@ Institutional Cooperation and 
Development Services (ICDS), which 
works with universities, colleges, 
cooperatives, unions, professional 
associations and volunteer-sending groups; 

@ Management for Change, which 
encourages and supports collaboration 
between senior executives in Canada and 
developing countries, so they can explore new 
approaches to practical management problems; 
@ Public Participation Program, which 
supports the development education 
activities of Canadian organizations; 

@ International NGO Program, which 
assists international voluntary organizations 
working on a global or regional basis to 
tackle key development problems; 

e@ Africa 2000, which is a 15-year 
commitment to development in Africa, 
concentrating in the key areas of food 
security and reforestation with a particular 
emphasis on women, to be met primarily 
through the Special Programs channel. 


Like CIDA, the NGO Program is now 20 years 
old. It began as an innovation in partnership 
— the government aid agency working close- 
ly with church organizations, the first volun- 
teer-sending organizations, and a small 
number of development NGOs. 
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Through the ’70s, CIDA showed leadership by 
diversifying its programs to respond to many 
different groups of Canadians concerned about 
world development. This led to the estab- 
lishment in 1980 of the ICDS Program to link 
the skills and goodwill of cooperatives, unions, 
professional associations and educational in- 
stitutions in Canada with those in developing 
countries, and to support the extensive 
grassroots work of volunteer-sending organiza- 
tions. The Public Participation Program 
provides funding to groups working to raise 
Canadian awareness of newly-emerging 
developing nations, and the problems they face. 
The INGO Program assists Canadian-based 
and other international organizations, playing a 
catalytic role in building essential Third World 
institutions. Management for Change helps to 
build policy-making and problem-solving skills 
crucial to effective management in the public, 
private, and non-profit sectors in developing 
countries. These programs, gathered under the 
umbrella of Special Programs Branch, en- 
courage the rich and diverse spectrum of 
Canadian development partners. 


CIDA recognizes that Canadian NGOs and 
institutions have come a long way, gaining a 
great deal of development expertise. In 1987, 
Special Programs began work to establish 
revised policies in response to the changing 
relationship between Canadian NGOs and in- 
stitutions and their partners in the developing 
world. These policies are reflected in the 
CIDA Strategy, Sharing Our Future, which 
was published in March, 1988. 


Within this policy framework, Canadian and 
international non-profit organizations sup- 
ported by the Branch will be encouraged to 
work with their Third World counterparts, to 
strengthen their human resources and institu- 
tional capacities. The Branch will support 
Canadian NGO efforts to provide funds for 
training, national and regional exchanges, 
and other activities to build the self-reliance of 
their developing country partners. 


Special Programs Branch will encourage such 
partnerships to evolve in the direction of 
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greater freedom for Third World partners, as 
they increasingly take on responsibility for 
project approval and cash management. 


The Branch will also help Canadian NGOs 
and institutions improve specialized skills, in 
such fields as environmental impact assess- 
ment, the involvement of women in develop- 
ment, and counter-measures for AIDS, all of 
which are becoming vital in the developing 
world. 


Overall, Special Programs Branch disbursed 
$229 million dollars in 1987-88 to approx- 
imately 5,700 projects in Canada and abroad. 


NGO Program 


The Non-Governmental Organizations Pro- 
gram believes that when Canadian NGOs 
work with partner agencies in the Third 
World, they are making two contributions at 
the same time. Small projects provide the 
physical and financial resources to turn goals 
— such as clean water, better nutrition, or 
basic health care — into reality. Meanwhile, 
they are building a base of skills and 
knowledge so people can take collective ac- 
tion in other aspects of community life. In 
1987-88, CIDA’s NGO Division provided $83 
million in matching grants toward nearly 
4,000 small-scale projects initiated by 
Canadian NGOs and their partners. 


Local organizations are best able to under- 
stand a community’s cultural and economic 
situation. This is often the key to successful 
development. The Aga Khan Foundation of 
Canada, for instance, works with its counter- 
part foundations in a number of developing 
countries. Last year, CIDA matched funds 
raised by the Foundation in Canada to help 
the Aga Khan Foundation of India work with 
a local group called Mahiti. This organization 
was created by four women to help the 
poorest people living in Gujarat province, 
which faces tough climatic conditions, includ- 
ing drought, flood, cyclones and salt infiltra- 
tion of groundwater. 


Mahiti is developing and testing new ways of 
reclaiming saline wasteland. Local people 
were involved from the start. They have made 
links with research centres, industry and 
government to develop plans for water 
storage tanks, afforestation and windmills. In 
the process of discovering new methods to 
locate and store salt-free water for drinking 
and agriculture, people from five villages have 
gained organizational skills which can be ap- 
plied to other goals. 


The use of revolving funds is another charac- 
teristic of many NGO programs. They can 
make a little money go a long way. 


In many developing countries, between a 
third and a half of the population are small 
entrepreneurs-weavers, woodworkers, street 
vendors and artisans — who make up the 
informal sector of the economy. Although 
they work hard to support themselves and 
their families, a lack of capital and of access to 
credit at reasonable interest rates often keeps 
small business people living on the edge of 
poverty. 


Pierre Serin is a 35-year-old shoemaker who 
lives in Port-au-Prince, Haiti. He and his part- 
time apprentice make women’s sandals, 
children’s shoes and men’s boots. Pierre 
earns about $160 a month, with which he 
supports nine dependents. A $200 loan 
through a revolving fund, along with skills 
training, has enabled Pierre to stock more raw 
materials, build display cases and buy leather- 
working tools, as well as learn how to keep 
inventory records and develop a marketing 
plan. As a result, Pierre, his family and his 
apprentice will all enjoy a better standard of 
living. 


This remarkable turnaround was brought 
about by the Mennonite Economic Develop- 
ment Associates (MEDA), a Canadian NGO 
using CIDA funds, along with contributions 
raised by them, to improve the economic 
viability of small businesses in urban areas of 
Haiti, Bolivia and Jamaica. It works like this: 
MEDA lends between $100 and $500 for a 
short time, at a reasonable rate of interest, and 


conditional on the entrepreneur receiving 
management training from a local MEDA- 
trained adviser. Loans are repaid into the 
revolving fund to provide capital for future 
projects. More than 2,000 micro-enterprises 
will receive training through this program. 


When a swine fever epidemic wiped out the 
local pig population in a rural district of Haiti, 
Fondation Crudem developed a project to 
replace pigs lost by workers living near a 
sugar plantation. In this case, the currency of 
the revolving fund is pigs. One hundred 
families are receiving a pair of young pigs. 
Each of the families, in turn, gives two pigs 
from the first litter back to the local organiza- 
tion, to be re-distributed to other waiting 
families. The project will quickly replace the 
pigs, which were local people’s only source of 
money to pay for their children’s education. 


Food and agriculture are an important focus 
for the NGO Division. In 1987-88, it provided 
$16 million toward the Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank, which is made up of several partner 
churches. The organization collects food and 
cash from individual Canadians, mostly 
farmers, and arranges for its transportation 
overseas, to be distributed through food-for- 
work projects. The poor in developing 
countries are often unable to contribute the 
necessary cash to projects, but can put in 
labor to achieve community goals; food-for- 
work projects repay labor with food. The Bank 
made donations to 10 countries last year, with 
Ethiopia the largest recipient at 48,000 tonnes. 


CIDA covered three-quarters of the costs 
when the government of Saskatchewan col- 
laborated with Lesotho’s Agricultural 
Development Corporation, which works with 
rural people in the Mohale’s Hoek district, to 
provide water systems, community gardens, 
poultry, crafts training and education. 


Literacy projects designed by NGOs frequent- 
ly include a practical element. Semi-literate 
women in rural Lesotho are gleaning practical 
information on health care and discovering 
community resources to help them generate 
income through an educational magazine 
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called letsoakotleng. Produced with funding 
from the Presbyterian Church in Canada and 
a matching grant from NGO Division, the 
magazine is the only literacy material available 
in remote areas of this small African country. 
The title means “things from the bag”, and 
relates to an old Basuto custom of travellers 
— to carry a bag with provisions for survival. 
Letsoakotleng promotes practical ideas for sur- 
vival through self-reliance, in the national lan- 
guage, Sesotho. The editors take readers’ 
suggestions for topics into consideration, ad- 
ding to the magazine’s popularity: circulation 
jumped from 5,000 in 1985 to 15,000 in 1987. 


NGOs are very active in the water sector. In 
Honduras, the B.C. Save the Children Fund is 
working with local partners to provide clean 
drinking water to 18 communities. In the past, 
women had to walk long distances every day 
to fetch polluted water for their families’ daily 
needs. Community groups have been formed 
to build gravity-fed water systems. Clean 
water will improve health, assist gardening 
projects and boost nutrition. The program 
also helps local people put sanitary systems in 
their houses. 


NGOs also give high priority to environmen- 
tally sound development. Horizons of 
Friendship, based in Cobourg, Ontario, is 
responding to a request from Central 
American groups to address development 
concerns related to the environment. One of 
these groups, ECOSOLAR, is a Mexican NGO 
that is sponsoring a series of environmental 
education workshops in Mexico, Guatemala 
and Honduras for organizations working on 
these important issues. The workshops teach 
environmentally sound methods of water 
storage, water recycling and reforestation. 
With instruction, these groups will be able to 
transfer natural resource management skills 
to local people and raise public awareness in 
their home communities. Workshops are 
geared to local needs and will use available 
resources to produce and install helpful tech- 
nology such as solar ovens and solar water 
heaters. The idea grew out of a 1987 interna- 
tional meeting of Central American NGOs 
working as partners with Horizons. 
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Human resource development is a continuing 
preoccupation. At the request of the govern- 
ment of Brazil, the Canadian Organization for 
Rehabilitation through Training (ORT) 
helped to provide technical training courses 
for unemployed youth through state and 
municipal education authorities. With match- 
ing funds from CIDA, the project has allowed 
young people living in or near larger cities to 
work full-time while pursuing distance cor- 
respondence training courses. Approximately 
43 per cent of trainees are women with less 
than seven years of primary education. Stu- 
dents receive intense short-term training and 
hands-on experience, in between periods of 
home study in fields like office skills, account- 
ing, wiring, plumbing and small appliance 
repair. Local authorities will continue with the 
courses, extending them to new communities 
in 1988-89. With CIDA funding, ORT will 
adapt the program for Uruguay and Peru. 


NGO Division is supporting a $1.2 million 
literacy program through the Canadian Or- 
ganization for Development Through Educa- 
tion (CODE). A four-year program was 
launched in 1987-88 to provide up to 3,400 
tonnes of Canadian paper to organizations 
producing locally-designed educational 
materials in Third World countries. Paper is 
so prohibitively expensive in many parts of 
the world that its cost sometimes leads to the 
failure of literacy and education programs 
aimed at the poorest people. This project en- 
courages production and use of educational 
materials, and will help to assess the oppor- 
tunities to expand the paper-making capacity 
of developing countries. 


International NGO Program: 
Promoting International 
Networks and Partnerships 


The INGO Program fosters partnerships and 
networking among international voluntary or- 
ganizations promoting development issues. 
The program’s main objective is to strengthen 
Third World voluntary organizations by col- 
laborating with them to improve the skills of 


staff and volunteers and by helping them to 
diversify their funding sources. As an integral 
part of this capacity-building, the INGO 
Division gives special emphasis to the promo- 
tion of women in decision-making positions at 
all levels. 


The program focuses on those organizations 
that complement and enhance other CIDA 
and Canadian development initiatives in areas 
requiring the pooling of experiences and 
resources on an international scale. The pro- 
gram concentrates on the areas of: basic 
health and population; practical training and 
basic literacy; environment and human settle- 
ments; dialogue on development issues and 
human rights. 


The following are a few examples of activities 
supported by CIDA in 1987-88: 


@ The INGO Program has helped to develop 
and strengthen international voluntary 
organizations initiated through Canadian 
leadership and based in Canada. A number of 
these have become the international 
headquarters of major voluntary networks in 
their field: the International Council for Adult 
Education (Toronto), Disabled Peoples’ 
International (Winnipeg); the Inter-American 
Organization for Higher Education (Quebec 
City); the Foundation for International 
Training (Toronto); and the World Council of 
Indigenous Peoples (Ottawa). 

@ CIDA has also helped to strengthen 
international voluntary organizations based in 
Third World countries such as: 

The Caribbean Conservation Association, 
which deals with issues such as conservation 
and fisheries management, environmental 
protection planning and toxic waste disposal. 

The Pan-African Institute for Development 
based in Cameroon and the Centre for 
African Family Studies in Nairobi, 
assisted by a team of African women 
experts, have initiated a program for the 
training of trainers in the area of women 
and health services. The training 
program will ensure that women are 
included in the planning and programs — 
of health services in sub-Saharan Africa. 


The Asian Institute for Rural Development 
(AIRD) based in Bangalore, India has 
established a centre for excellence in 
sericulture in Kanakapura, India which 
provides training to rural women and 
youth in high-quality silk production. The 
Centre is helping to open up new cottage 
industries for the rural people in India, 
Bangladesh and Sn Lanka. 

AIRD 1s also playing an important role in 
South/South exchanges of expertise and 
technologies. The Centre is cooperating 
with Zimbabwean voluntary 
organizations to introduce modern 
sericulture technology in their country, 
and helping peasant leaders in Rwanda 
to adapt financial services to local needs. 

The Commonwealth Association of 
Universities has developed a three-year 
program to train women for senior 
administrative positions in Third World 
Commonwealth Universities 


In 1987-88, INGO Division contributed $21.4 
million to over 100 organizations for overall 
program and project support. Each dollar con- 
tributed by the Division helps to attract an 
additional five dollars or more from other 
donors. 


INGO’s support of international voluntary or- 
ganizations is enabling Canada to play an im- 
portant role in voluntary citizens’ actions for 
global development. 


Institutional Cooperation and 
Development Services Program 


One highly effective way of transferring tech- 
nology and knowledge is by forging links be- 
tween institutions in Canada and those in 
developing countries. In 1980, the Institution- 
al Cooperation and Development Services 
(ICDS) Program was created to provide fund- 
ing for programs which connect Canadian in- 
stitutions — such as universities, colleges, 
unions, cooperatives and professional associa- 
tions — with their counterparts in developing 
countries. The objective is to achieve a multi- 
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plier effect by increasing the capacities of 
developing-country institutions, which in turn 
train professionals, technicians and managers. 
ICDS is also the part of CIDA which provides 
support to the volunteer-sending organizations 
that are so widely recognized by Canadians for 
their work in developing countries — organiza- 
tions like CUSO, CECI, OCSD, WUSC and 
Canada World Youth. In 1987-88, CIDA con- 
tributed $108 million to approximately 1,000 
programs and projects supported through 
this channel. 


Through the Association of Canadian Com- 
munity Colleges, ICDS has helped the Univer- 
sity of Pibulsongkram in Thailand to establish 
a food technology and processing program 
which will assist local industry with employee 
training. A series of exchange visits and con- 
sultations in the last two years were part of 
this pilot project with Olds College and St. 
Clair College in Canada. This initiative will 
provide an opportunity to process surplus 
local food in a region where storage facilities 
for fresh foods are unavailable. These 
processed foods may be sold through the col- 
lege to the community at nominal prices, with 
the proceeds used to offset program costs. 
The project’s success has led to similar 
projects with four other teachers’ colleges in 
Thailand, which will be twinned with colleges 
in Alberta. 


Although women in China are active in most 
parts of the economy, there are still relatively 
few in management positions, or in high-tech 
industry. In 1987-88, two courses in basic 
management and marketing were conducted 
for 50 women directors of township 
enterprises by a team of specialists from the 
Saskatchewan Institute of Applied Science 
and Technology (SIAST) at the China 
Enterprise Management Training Centre in 
Chengdu. The women had no previous 
management training, and this was the first 
effort of its kind in Sichuan Province. 


The program met with such resounding suc- 
cess that it has been incorporated into the 
training centre’s regular curriculum. Two of 
the Canadian specialists also gave seminars to 
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the Sichuan Women’s Federation, which is 
responsible for non-formal education for 
women. The workshops focused on the em- 
powerment of women through training. Both 
programs were so well-received that a num- 
ber of spinoff projects are being planned as 
part of an institutional cooperation program to 
be carried out during the next two years. 


A series of exchanges between the University 
of Calgary and the Institute of Medicine at 
Tribhuvan University have led to significant 
developments and improved medical service 
in Nepal. 1987-88 was the final year of ICDS 
funding toward the project. At the initiative of 
the Nepalese faculty, the link has led to a 
fully-operational new teaching hospital, the 
establishment of a confident, well-trained in- 
digenous teaching staff, and the planning and 
implementation of in-country, post-graduate 
training programs. During an exchange visit, 
Nepalese doctors studying in Canada 
received warm support from Calgarians, 
whose families took in students, and whose 
business and volunteer community raised 
extra funds for them. Although the program 
was initially funded through ICDS, it will con- 
tinue through bilateral channels, receiving 
$4.6 million over the next five years to develop 
health services in the northeast region of 
Nepal, improving service to the rural poor. 


In Quebec, l’Organisation canadienne pour la 
solidarité et le développement (OCSD) 
receives program support for its work with 
partner agencies around the world. In the 
Dominican Republic, it works with a local or- 
ganization devoted to improving the level of 
literacy and education among the poorer parts 
of the population. Programs are especially 
aimed at women and young people working in 
rural and semi-urban areas. Since 1985, 
OCSD has provided two volunteers who spe- 
cialize in literacy and popular education. 
Through this support, the local organization 
has been able to develop a unique literacy 
program which uses events in the daily lives 
of participants as the basis for course content. 
With the life skills gained in the literacy 
project, the organization has been able to 
tackle practical problems affecting their lives, 


such as by forming a new association of 14 
community groups to look at solutions to local 
needs for drinking water. 


The village of Se in Benin is the birthplace of 
a special form of traditional pottery made on 
the Gulf of Benin. Sale of the pottery is the 
principal source of revenue for many women 
in the region. The recent economic crisis 
reduced the women’s income through local 
sales and discouraged young women from 
learning the trade from their mothers. In 
1984, women potters formed a cooperative 
which received support from an OCSD expert 
in ceramics. The volunteer trained the women 
in the use of more efficient wood-burning 
stoves and helped to diversify production, 
resulting in the extension of their markets to 
include neighboring Nigeria. 


CUSO receives funding from ICDS for basic 
programming, small projects in the field, and 
administration. Zambian development 
workers, with CUSO training, help groups of 
women to identify opportunities and 
problems, then to develop solutions. Through 
the project, women are able to generate more 
income by means of cooperatives, cottage in- 
dustry or agriculture. More than 35 groups 
are involved. The women participate in all 
aspects of project development, including the 
evaluation process. According to one senior 
development officer on the program, “Train a 
man and you train an individual. Train a 
woman, and you train the nation.” 


The Canadian Cooperative Association (CCA) 
receives program funding from ICDS for 
projects in 20 Asian countries. In Sri Lanka, 
CCA works with the Federation of Thrift and 
Credit Cooperative Societies, which now has 
1,228 individual societies as members. An es- 
timated 250,000 rural poor have been able to 
save $11.3 million as a result of activities 
which strengthen local cooperatives and use 
revolving funds to establish small businesses, 
thus benefitting communities. 


The Canadian Labour Congress receives 
multi-year program support from ICDS. The 
CLC has four regional trade union specialists 


in Asia, Central and South America, and Fran- 
cophone and Anglophone Africa, who work 
with local trade unions. The CIC provides 
training, seminars and exchange visits on 
negotiation skills, and on health and safety for 
members. It also receives separate ICDS 
funding to provide legal assistance to families 
of detainees in South Africa. 


ICDS also contributes to the development ac- 
tivities of professional associations, such as 
the Fédération professionnelle des journalis- 
tes du Québec, which received ICDS funding 
in 1987 to sponsor trips to developing 
countries for 15 journalists from across 
Quebec. The journalists, who represented 
print, radio, periodicals and television, spent 
two weeks researching political, economic 
and social analysis of the situation in 15 Third 
World countries. 


Management for Change 
Program 


CIDA’s Management for Change (MFC) Pro- 
gram stimulates and supports cooperative ac- 
tivities between senior executives in Canada 
and developing countries to deal with critical 
issues in public and private sector manage- 
ment. In 1987-88, for example, it sponsored a 
high-level meeting that was organized jointly 
with the North-South Institute and the 
Niagara Institute to review the dynamic inter- 
play of market forces and social goals com- 
mon to all countries. Participants included the 
presidents of the World Bank, Caribbean 
Development Bank and CIDA, ministers from 
the governments of Pakistan, Peru and Zim- 
babwe, the director of the London School of 
Economics, the president of Women’s World 
Banking, the chairman of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, Canadian and developing- 
country industrialists, and representatives of 
UN agencies, development institutes and 
universities. 


The program has assisted the Canadian 


Chamber of Commerce to strengthen private 
sector management and improve relations be- 
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tween Canadian and developing-country busi- 
nesses in areas important to both, such as the 
management of new technology. In collabora- 
tion with organizations such as the African 
Association for Public Administration and 
Management, the Eastern and Southern 
African Management Institute, and the Carib- 
bean Centre for Development Administration, 
MFC has also initiated and supported ac- 
tivities which promote the role of private con- 
sultants in Third World countries. 


Since MFC started working with the 
Canadian Federation of Deans of Manage- 
ment and Administrative Studies in 1984, it 
has helped this network of 50 Canadian busi- 
ness schools to establish collaborative 
relationships with similar networks in 
southeast Asia, Francophone Africa, Latin 
America and with the global management net- 
work known as INTERMAN. 


In southeast Asia and Francophone Africa, 
this required the federation to assist manage- 
ment institutions there to set up their own 
regional networks for the first time. In Latin 
America, the federation is collaborating with 
a network of 26 Latin American management 
schools to increase the services they provide 
to the business community. Within Canada, 
the federation aims to make management 
education more international and to ensure 
that the knowledge the organization gains is 
shared widely throughout the Canadian busi- 
ness community. 


With support from MFC, Canadian 
municipalities are assisting their developing- 
country counterparts to tackle problems 
created by rapid worldwide urbanization. The 
Federation of Canadian Municipalities is shar- 
ing expertise through a municipal profes- 
sional exchange program, and has launched 
another program to encourage collaboration 
between Canadian and African municipalities. 
Management for Change also provided sup- 
port to the first international conference of 
capital cities held in Ottawa in 1987. 


Customs duties are a major source of revenue 
for developing countries. MFC provides 
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modest but continuing support to a program 
by the inter-governmental Customs Coopera- 
tion Council and Revenue Canada to 
strengthen customs administrations 
throughout the Third World. Similar support 
is given to the Commonwealth Association of 
Tax Administrators and its counterparts in 
various regions. 


The Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development reports that NGOs around 
the world are now handling $4.5 billion an- 
nually in development assistance. To help im- 
prove their management skills, MFC and the 
Ford Foundation are supporting, through the 
International Council of Voluntary Agencies, 
a global network promoting management 
training and consulting for NGOs. 


The Management for Change Program con- 
tributed $4.8 million to more than 100 projects 
in 1987-88. 


Public Participation Program 


The Public Participation Program (PPP) sup- 
ports non-governmental organizations and in- 
stitutions working to promote development 
issues and create a greater level of awareness 
among the Canadian public. One of the 
greatest hopes for long-term change in at- 
titudes and actions is based on the education 
of young people to global issues within the 
formal school system. In 1987-88, PPP intro- 
duced a global education strategy, in col 
laboration with provincial and territorial 
teachers’ associations, and in cooperation 
with Ministries of Education, working to in- 
tegrate concepts of development into the 
school curriculum. Agreements were 
reached with three provincial associations, 
with a pilot project in New Brunswick to im- 
plement this strategy. PPP also contributed to 
the publication of 15,000 copies of The World, 
a guide to development education materials 
available to Canadian teachers, which was 
written and published by the Canadian School 


Trustees’ Association. In 1987-88, PPP con- 
tributed $11.62 million to more than 350 
projects carried out by 160 Canadian groups. 


The program strives for greater impact by 
avoiding duplication of resources supported 
with PPP funds. This year, NGOs working in 
development education began computer net- 
working and computerization of the resource 
lists available through development informa- 
tion centres across Canada. The Learner 
Centres Association of Ontario received PPP 
support to develop a software package for 
development information. 


One NGO, the International Youth for Peace 
and Justice Tour, brought 60 teenagers from 
around the world to Canada. They travelled 
across the country, telling Canadian high 
school students how global issues such as 
underdevelopment and human rights affect 
them personally. PPP’s contribution sup 
ported the participation of more than 20 
young people from Mali, Uganda, Haiti, 
Nicaragua, Bangladesh, Sri Lanka, Pakistan 
and the Philippines. The tour, which visited 
250 schools in 120 communities, profoundly 
affected many of the 125,000 young people 
who met their Third World peers. 


In light of the UN International Year of the 
Homeless, special emphasis was placed on 
the plight of refugees in the world. With im- 
migrant refugee groups in Canada becoming 
more vocal about the situations in their 
homelands, it is becoming increasingly im- 
portant for Canadians to understand how and 
why global refugee movements occur. The 
subject has also sparked the interest of groups 
not traditionally involved in this issue. PPP 
contributed to refugee awareness projects 
carried out by the Jesuits and York University. 


One of the most moving projects was a 
children’s exhibit which showed 60 drawings 
by children living in refugee camps 
throughout Latin America. The show toured 
major art galleries across Canada, and gave 
the public a unique opportunity to experience 
the daily lives of refugee children. PPP con- 


tributed to this collaborative project by Inter 
Pares, CUSO, church organizations, art gal- 
leries and local groups. 


Africa 2000 


In May 1986, the Canadian government made 
a 15-year commitment to African recovery. 
Known as Africa 2000, this program con- 
centrates on agriculture, reforestation and 
food security, with special emphasis on 
women. The government allocated $150 mil- 
lion over a five-year period to Africa 2000 in- 
itiatives. 


The Africa 2000 unit disbursed $8.1 million in 
1987-88 through various programs of Special 
Programs Branch. It also works through 
other CIDA programs to carry out its man- 
date. During its first year of operation, the unit 
concentrated on establishing links with 
African partners through the work of Partner- 
ship Africa-Canada (PAC), a consortium of 
more than 80 Canadian NGOs, and on estab- 
lishing a network of partners to work with the 
United Nations Development Program. With 
the organizational structures in place, 
programs were up and running in 1987-88. 


PAC disbursed more than $4.4 million to 
strengthen African institutions and organiza- 
tions in their efforts to design grassroots 
projects for maximum long-term impact. 
Cooperatives, colleges, universities and 
development NGOs are participating. One 
example is the Southern African Research 
and Documentation Centre in Harare, Zim- 
babwe, which is receiving PAC funding and 
support from a number of Canadian NGOs, 
including the Canadian Catholic Organization 
for Development and Peace, the United 
Church, the Anglican Church, CUSO, Pres- 
byterian World Service and OXFAM-Canada. 
The centre is an independent, non- 
governmental organization which provides 
research and information to Front-Line States 
on South African aggression, destabilization 
and sanctions against its neighbors. 
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Italy and Denmark joined Canada in forming 
a social forestry network to work with the 
UNDP to attack the serious problem of deple- 
tion of forests, which is leading to food 
shortages and the spread of famine. A pilot 
phase of the program will begin in a limited 
number of countries in early 1989. 


Most of the 60 scholarships slated to be 
awarded to African women by September, 
1988 through the Africa 2000 Program were 
awarded during the 1987-88 fiscal year. Africa 
2000 contributed to Canadian cooperatives 
and to international NGOs, to increase 
women’s access to credit, especially for the 
rural poor of developing countries. A field 
mission to nine countries by a team of African 
women experts will result in a new program 
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to strengthen the institutional capacity of 
Francophone African organizations working 
in family planning, and in other areas related 
to women and health. 


Through the Management for Change Pro- 
gram, the Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities conducted a pilot project for a 
proposed $10 million Africa 2000 Program to 
twin 10 African and Canadian municipalities. 


Africa 2000 also provided support to Canada’s 
Ambassador to Ethiopia, Djibouti and Sudan, 
the Hon. David MacDonald, as well as to Am- 
bassador Stephen Lewis, in his role as special 
adviser to the Secretar y-General of the United 
Nations on economic recovery in Africa

Business 


THE BUSINESS COOPERATION BRANCH 
was established in September 1984 to add a 
new dimension to CIDA’s social and economic 
development programs in the Third World. 


Together with existing bilateral programs, the 
Branch supports the efforts of Canadian busi- 
ness to penetrate new markets in developing 
countries and assists them in seeking oppor- 
tunities for investment, joint ventures and 
transfers of technology. By funding these in- 
itiatives, CIDA stimulates Canadian firms to 
make the most of industrial opportunities in 
the expanding markets of Asia, Latin America, 
the Caribbean and Africa, while making a valu- 
able contribution to Third World development. 


The Business Cooperation Branch comprises 
three divisions: the Industrial Cooperation 
Division, the Consultant and Industrial Rela- 
tions Division, and the Policy and Liaison 
Division. 


Industrial Cooperation Division 


Established in 1978 to assist the Canadian 
private sector in its efforts to become involved 
in the industrial development of Third World 
countries, the Industrial Cooperation Pro- 
gram (INC) has expanded to become the 
operating arm of the Business Cooperation 
Branch. 


INC supports private sector initiatives aimed 
at establishing joint ventures or other busi- 
ness arrangements in order to transfer tech- 
nology to developing countries. Canadian

firms receive funding for starter and viability 
studies and for studies of capital projects. Sup- 
port is also provided for investment missions 
and technology transfer seminars in pursuit of 
such business. 


Since its establishment, this program has 
helped more than 1,650 firms from all parts of 
Canada to gain access to new markets and 
resources in some 95 developing countries. 


During the 1987-88 fiscal year, INC supported 
the organization of missions in Africa, Asia 
and South America to promote the transfer of 
Canadian technology. The Division also or- 
ganized visits to Canada for the benefit of 
Canadian business people and their partners 
in the Third World. 


INC disbursed $38.5 million in 1987-88, which 
was used, among other things, to finance 
more than 961 projects in progress by more 
than 600 firms. The following is an outline of 
the activities of the different bureaus as well 
as a few examples of projects. 


The Asia Bureau funded 366 projects totalling 
$13.8 million during fiscal year 1987-88. These 
included 81 starter studies, 79 prefeasibility 
studies, 90 viability studies, 41 project support 
activities, 23 industrial development services 
projects and seven projects for testing and 
adapting Canadian technology. In addition, 
the Bureau financed 24 missions, seminars 
and exhibitions and six project definition 
studies. Seven other projects consisting of 
technical or administrative assistance and 
renewable energy testing were also carried 
out. 
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The Americas Bureau provided financial as- 
sistance to Canadian companies and institu- 
tions to promote their involvement in the 
industrial development of 35 eligible 
countries on the continent. This way, INC 
shared the cost of business investment and 
transfer of technology opportunities with 
Canadians. During 1987-88, 243 firms 
received contributions totalling $11.5 million. 
This assistance was provided to 33 companies 
to identify joint-venture business oppor- 
tunities, to 174 firms and consultants to define 
projects for future investment and to 36 busi- 
nesses to transfer and adapt Canadian tech- 
nology for the developing world, and to 
provide technical assistance and investment 
expertise. 


Building this private sector partnership with 
Latin American countries and Caribbean is- 
lands in line with Canada’s Official Develop- 
ment Assistance Charter, INC sponsored 
western Albertans to advise on the meat 
processing industry in Uruguay, and Prince 
Edward Island companies to devise ways of 
improving the potato industry there, while 
Manitoban consultants are advising on a 
potato processing plant in Peru. INC funds are 
also being used in Argentina by Nova Scotians 
to study the processing and marketing of fish 
products, and by experts from British Colum- 
bia to demonstrate a salmon fishery hatchery. 
Quebec environmentalists are helping 
Venezuela establish a pollution control 
authority and Ontario specialists are installing 
new water supply systems for St. Lucia and 
the Cayman Islands. 


The Africa and Middle East Bureau helped 
more than 345 Canadian projects by firms 
wishing to explore the possibilities of joint 
ventures or investment projects. Contribu- 
tions totalling nearly $13 million have been 
disbursed in 1987-88 for various activities, in- 
cluding 96 prefeasibility studies and 48 in- 
dustrial development projects. 


While working on an INC-supported study 
related to the Trans East African highway, a 
Canadian firm identified a $1.5 million World 
Bank sponsored project. It was subsequently 
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awarded the contract. Another firm studied, 
under INC support, the possibility of setting 
up an integrated dairy industry in Cameroon. 
Although the recommendations of the study 
will take up to 10 years to implement, 
Canadian technical assistance and equipment 
totalling $9.8 million have already been pur- 
chased. 


Consultant and Industrial 
Relations Division 


The Consultant and Industrial Relations 
Division is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining contacts with Canadian firms in 
various industrial sectors that may be called 
on to cooperate with CIDA. It also maintains 
relations with the Department of Regional In- 
dustrial Expansion and with economically 
oriented departments of provincial govern- 
ments. 


The Division serves as the contact point for any 
person or firm wishing to make its services, 
experience and expertise available to CIDA. It 
received some 2,450 visitors and answered 
over 4,500 requests for information during the 
year. Its directory of consultants contains 
more than 5,600 names of persons, firms and 
business concerns. 


The Division is also quite active in estab- 
lishing close ties with provincial govern- 
ments. During the fiscal year, a delegation of 
CIDA’s officials toured Newfoundland, Nova 
Scotia, Manitoba, Alberta and British Colum- 
bia. 


Policy and Systems Division 


The Policy and Systems Division was created 
at the time the Branch was established four 
years ago. Its basic role is to develop policies 
and programs for involving the participation 
of the Canadian private sector in the im- 
plementation of development projects in 
Third World countries. New major policy ap- 


proaches have been developed in close col- 
laboration and consultation with other 
branches in the Agency, with other depart- 
ments and agencies of the federal govern- 
ment and the Canadian private sector. These 
new approaches include programs to further 
assist in the financing of projects, training 
support through specialized training in- 
stitutes, enhancement of the INC Program 
and effective dissemination of information to 
the business sector.Q

The 1987-88 Statistical Annex provides a 
breakdown of the disbursements for official 
development assistance (ODA) made by the 
Canadian International Development Agency 
(CIDA), the official government agency 
responsible for administering about 75 per 
cent of Canada’s development efforts in the 
world. The major assistance contributions of 
federal departments as well as provincial 
government contributions to non-governmen- 
tal organizations and institutions are also in- 
cluded. 


The tables show disbursements of assistance 
by geographic region and do not reflect the 
groupings of countries used by CIDA for ad- 
ministrative purposes. 


Official development assistance is measured 
at the time when promissory notes to interna- 
tional financial institutions are deposited with 
the Bank of Canada (commitment basis) and 
not at the time of the encashment of the notes 
(cash basis). 


All disbursements of assistance are shown net, 
i.e. minus capital repayments on earlier loans. 
In other words, they represent actual 
Canadian assistance. Terms used in the tables 
are defined in Part 2. 


The addition of the figures may differ slightly 
from the totals provided due to rounding and 
because the numbers are calculated by com- 
puter, which carries figures to several decimal 
places.

1. 


Over the years, a number of countries have had part of 
their outstanding debts rescheduled. The deferred interest 
payments are included in net official development 
assistance. 


. In addition to the contributions made by CIDA, the Depart- 


ment of External Affairs makes contributions to the regular 
budgets of certain international organizations. For some of 
these organizations only a percentage of each contribution 
is considered related to development (and therefore 
assistance). The percentage (or coefficient) for each organi- 


zation is calculated by the Development Assistance Commit- 


tee (DAC) of the Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD). 


. In addition to these contributions to NGOs, some provincial 


and municipal governments also contribute directly to de- 
veloping countries, but these figures are not readily availa- 
ble and are not included here. 


. When Canada joined the Inter-American Development Bank 


on May 3, 1972, it agreed to return to the Bank the 
repayments (including interest) of the loans made to Latin 
America under the Canadian Trust Fund. These repayments 
are made directly from Latin American countries to the 
Bank. They are a Canadian contribution to the Bank’s Spe- 
cial Fund and are added to Canadian official development 
assistance. See also Table E-2. 


5. In 1982, DAC members, including Canada, agreed that offi- 


cial development assistance (ODA) figures should include 
the administrative costs of extending assistance. This 
inclusion of administrative cost data was made to improve 
the comparability of total ODA figures among donor coun- 
tries, since previously some countries were including some 
administrative costs while others were not. The administra- 
tive costs include the expenses incurred by CIDA, IDRC, 
ICOD and PCIAC, as well as External Affairs’ representatives 
working on official development assistance. 


. In 1981, CIDA decided to reinforce the geographic orienta- 


tion of the organization in order to strengthen the Agency’s 
focus on the requirements of recipient countries. In other 
words, country-to-country mechanisms would be used in a 
coherent, coordinated fashion to attain the Agency’s overall 
objectives in specific countries. This is also known as the 
“country focus” approach. Country focus projects ad- 
ministered by the Special Programs Branch in 1985-86, 
1986-87, and 1987-88 amounting to $46.5 million, $67.6 
million and $80.8 million respectively, were charged to 
Government-to-Government (Bilateral), while in previous fis- 
cal years they were charged against Special Programs 
Branch.

Definitions 


Aid or Official Development Assistance 

The word “aid” or “assistance” refers only to 
flows which qualify as official development 
assistance (ODA), i.e. grants or loans undertaken 
by the official sector (See definition) with the pro- 
motion of economic development and welfare as 
main objectives. Loans are provided at concession- 
al financial terms and must have at least a 25 
per cent grant element (see definition). 


BILATERAL ASSISTANCE: When Canada maintains 
contro! over its contribution to such an extent that 
the decisions regarding disposal of the funds are 
taken at the discretion of Canada. 


MULTILATERAL ASSISTANCE: Contributions are 
recorded as multilateral if the recipient organization 
is active in development and if: 

a) amounts received are pooled so that they lose 
their identity and become an integral part of the 
organization’s financial assets. 

b) members of organizations are government 
representatives acting in an official capacity 
and not as individuals. 


Capital Subscriptions (Investments) 

Capital subscriptions are also known in Canada as 
“investments”. These subscriptions are assigned to 
each country when it becomes a member of an 
international institution. Shares are issued to mem- 
bers according to the amounts of their capital sub- 
scriptions. According to the articles of agreement, 
these shares are to be repurchased by the institu- 
tion when a country ceases to be a member. 


Contributions to Special Funds (Advances) 
Contributions to the special funds of financial 
institutions are known in Canada as “advances”. 
These advances are similar to capital subscrip- 
tions, but no shares are issued to member coun- 
tries. Contributions to special funds are returned 
only when a country ceases to be a member. 


Developing Countries (LDCs) 

The Development Assistance Committee of the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development uses the following list: all countries 
and territories in Africa (except South Africa); in 
America (except the U.S. and Canada); in Asia 
(except Japan); and in Oceania (except Australia 
and New Zealand). In Europe the list comprises 
Cyprus, Gibraltar, Greece, Malta, Portugal, Turkey 
and Yugoslavia. 


Canada is helping over 100 countries, but as- 
sistance is concentrated in about 30 countries. 


Grant Element 

The grant element is an index measure of a loan’s 
degree of concessionality, or “softness”, calculated 
on the basis of interest rate, grace period (interval 
to first repayment) and maturity (interval to final 
repayment.) Specifically, the grant element is the 
difference between the face value of the loan and 
the discounted (at 10 per cent) present value of 
the service payments to be made by the borrower 
during the lifetime of the loan, expressed as a per- 
centage of the face value. Thus, the grant element 
would be nil for a loan carrying an interest rate of 
10 per cent; it would be 100 per cent for a grant; 
and it lies between these two limits for soft loans. 
(See Loans) 


Gross National Product (GNP) 

GNP is the measure of total domestic and foreign 
output claimed by residents of a country.* The as- 
sistance volume (net disbursements) of donor 
countries is expressed as a percentage of their 
GNP. In 1987-88 Canadian assistance represented 
.48 per cent of its GNP. 


* By contrast to gross domestic product (GDP), GNP excludes goods produced and 
services rendered within its territory by non-residents. 


Least-Developed Countries (LLDCs) 

An initial list of 25 LLDCs was defined by the 
United Nations in 1971 according to the following 
criteria: 


i) per capita gross domestic product (GDP) below 
U.S. $100 per annum, 

ii) manufacturing under 10 per cent of GDP, 

iii) literate population (15 years and over) below 
20 per cent of total. 


Fifteen countries have since been added to this 
list by the Committee on Development Planning of 
the UN General Assembly for a total of 41 LLDCs 
(see Tablé L). 


Loans 
Since 1986, Canada no longer provides loans to 
developing countries. 


Official Sector 

CIDA is the official government agency that has 
the task of aiding development efforts in the 
world, but other federal departments and provincial 
governments also contribute to Canadian as- 
sistance. In our data we identify the major contri- 
butions of federal departments as well as 
provincial government contributions to non- 
governmental organizations and institutions. 
However, other smaller contributions from federal 
departments or from provincial or municipal 
governments are not included. Flows from the 
Export Development Corporation are not reported 
as ODA but as Other Official Flows (OOF).
